BITTER WEATHER IN NEBRASKA. 


Widespread Suffering Marks the Seventh 
Anniversary of the Great Blizzard. 
Omana, Neb., Jan, 11.—[Special.]—The 
thermometer in this city today registered a 
fall of 26°, and tonight it is 15° below zero, 
witha gale whivh the instruments at the 
Weather Bureau indicates is coursing over the 
Nebraska prairies at the “rate of fifty 
miles per hour, This is Nebraska’s 
severest touch of weather, and there are 
well grounded fears it will havea terrible 
effect in those portions of the State where 
destitution reigns supreme and fuel is con- 
fined to dried grass and other less substantial 
material, Thousands of people jn Nebraska 
tonight are reduced to the extremity of keep- 
ing soul and body together in this manner. 
But the stock, what little the famine 
has left, will be the great sufferers. In many 
places in the State fine hard snow accoin- 
panies the frightful wind and drives the cat- 
tie before it like leaves. No living thing un- 
protected ean live in that blast, and all stock 
which fails to secure shetter will perish. A 
peculiar feature of the blizzard is the fact 
that some portions of the State, between 
localities where the thermometer is reported 
10° below zero, report mild weather. An in- 
stance of this is North Platte, where the 
thermometer is 12° above, yet up at 
Valentine, within fifty miles of that 
town, the mercury is 10’ below zero. 
The advance of the freezing blasts marks the 
anniversary of the great Nebraska blizzara, 
which occurred just seven years ago tomor- 
row. 

There is every reason to believe this seventh 
anniversary will be marked by suffering in 
the isolated districts even more terrible. 
The absence of a great quantity of snow will 
be in favor of those exposed to the 
blasts, but another feature of the present situ- 
ation is even more threatening than the 
chances of a snow blockade. The dry weather 
in Nebraska for months past has placed the 
soil in a condition easily disturbed by a high 
wind, and tonight in the rural districts the air 
is clouded with dust and sand more cutting 
than ice and snow. The only trouble reported 
on the railroads tonight is the inability of 
engineers to make steam owing to the bitter 
weather, 


RECORD WEATHER IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Sharp Drep in Temperature and Strong 
Wind in Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 11,.—[Special.|—A 
sharp and unexpected drop in temperature 
and a strong wind made today and tonight 
the coldest and most disagreeable period of 
the season. The same conditions prevail all 
over the Northwest. The temperature ranges 
from 16 to 25 below in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, and has dropped to 46 below at 
Prince Albert. The forecast officer says it 


will be still colder tonight, but 
that the wind will die down 
and tomorrow will be still and cold. 


A dispatch from Red wood Falls, Minn., says 
a fierce wind-storm has raged there all day, 
with the thermometer 18° below zero. This 
was reported the worst day of the season at 
Tracy. In Southwestern Minnesota the tem- 
perature fell from 22° above to 26 below in 
six hours. The wind is blowing a gale and 
the thermometer is still falling, but there 
is no snow. Reports from Dundas say 
a blizzard has been pelting from the 
northwest since 3 this morning with a fifty- 
mile wind anda mercury at 12° below zero; 
all country traffic is suspended. The worst 
storm of the winter raged all day at Duluth 
and along the Mesaba and Vermilion iron 
ranges, accompanied by light snow. The 
temperature was 14° below at Duluth, and is 
expected to drop to 25° tonight. Business is 
practically at a standstill on account of the 
storm. On the iron ranges the storm is more 
severe than in Duluth. At Virginia it is 18° 
below zero and blowing a gule, while at Two 
Harbors it was 11° befow. 


STORM WORTH MILLIONS TO WISCONSIN, 


Will Enable the Lumbermen to Get Out 
the Timber—Heavy Snow Reported. 
Miuwavuxes, Wis., Jan. 11.—(Special.]— 
The blizzard which swept over Wisconsin 
today is worth millions of dollars to the 
State, as it makes it certain all of the 
timber which was burned over last sum- 
mer and fail will be saved. Unless 
the timber is taken out this winter it 
will be lost and the lumber owners will pour 
an army of men into the pineries at once. 
Up to this time there has been so little snow 
in the woods that practically two months have 
been lost, and it will require the employment 
of at least 15,000 extra men to make 
up for lost time. This good luck blew into 
the State of Wisconsin from the northwest all 
day at the rate of from twenty-eight to 
thirty-five miles an hour. In the north 
the snow has failen steadily all day.

NO USE OF HIS LIMBS. 


EX-POSTMASTER JUDD'S REMABKA- 
BLE PHYSICAL AILMENT. 


His Body in an Ossified Condition, with 
the Further Feature of Hard, Bony En- 
largements at All the Joint - His Ap- 
petite Abnormal, and His Mental Pow- 
ers as Keen and Brilliant as Ever= 
Nothing Like His Disease Recorded in 
Medical Journals—Nearly a Skeleton. 


Friends of ex-Postmaster S. Corn ing Judd 
—and he has a legion of them—will be pained 
to learn that the physical ailment to which he 
has been a patient martyr for nearly ten 
years has assumed a serious and distressing 
phase. Beginning in 1885, in what then 
eeemed to be a simple attack of rheumatism, 
the malady has now reached a stage which 
baffies the skill of the most expert physicians. 
With the exception of the joints in the pelvic 
region Mr. Judd’s body is in an ossified con- 
dition and he has lost all use of his arms and 
legs. His physician, Dr. E. W. Hunter, No. 
36 Washington street, says he is unable to 
properly designate the affliction with a name, 
as nothing like it has ever been recorded in 
medical journals so far as he can ascertain. 
Other eminent medical authorities say the 
same, Mr, Judd’s malady is something more 
than ossification, which in itself is rare 
enough to attract the universal attention of 
physicians. Ossification results from the 
gradual hardening to a _ bone-like substance 
of the ligaments which connect the various 
parts of the body, making the whole frame rigid 
and unbendable, Mr. Judd is in this condi- 
tion, with the further feature of hard, bony 
enlargements at all the joints. His mental 
powers are undimmed and his keen intellect, 
always the wonder and envy of his associates, 
isassharp and brilliant as ever. He eats 
heartily three times a day and relishes his 
food, but from a man of robust physique he 
has dwindled to a skeleton and now weighs 
only ninety pounds, He has had the services 
of expert doctors and the tender care of a 
loving wife and daughter, but gradually 
grows worse, and it is now reluctantly ad- 
mitted there is no possibility of effecting a 
cure. 

The disease from which Mr. Judd is suffer- 
ing first manifested itself shortly after his 
appointment as Postmaster of Chicago by 
President Cleveland in 1885. The Postmas- 
ter’s room was then on the first floor, in a 
cold, damp corner of the Federal Building. 
The warming of all government structures is 
regulated by fixed dates, and no matter how 
cold it may be in advance of the time set the 
heaters will not be fired up until the red-tape 
day comes. There was an early cold snap in 
the fall of 1885, and Mr. Judd suffered 
severely, being finally compelled to rig up a 
gas stove in his office. Soon after this he was 
attucked with rheumatism and in the follow- 
ing spring went to Florida in the hope of ob- 
taining relief, The trip did him but little 
good, and even before his return he was seri- 
ously crippled. Mr. Judd’s physician at that 
time was Dr. Robert Hunter, father of the 
Dr. E. W. Hunter, who is now attending him, 
the case being given into the hands of the lat- 
ter on the departure of Dr. Hunter Sr. for 
New Vork. Both of these physicians labored 
hard todrive off the disease, but Mr. Judd 
kept growing worse, and as far back as 1890 
they became convinced the case was beyond 
cure, 


An 


He Is Absolutely Helpless, 


Mr. Judd is at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Foltz, on Astor place, where he was seen 
a day or two ago by Postmaster Hesing, who 
went there to make a social call on his old- 
time friend. I knew Mr. Judd was sick, 
said Mr. Hesing yesterday toa reporter for 
Tun Trrisunz, but I was not prepared to 
find him in such bad shape. He is absolutely 
helpless and was unable to even shake hands 
with me. He sat propped up in an invalid’s 
chair with a newspaper spread out on the 
rest in front of him, but was unable to move 
hand or foot. I was gratified, however, to 
find his mind as bright as ever. We discussed 
some personal matters and the conversation 
then drifted to postoffive affairs, on which, 
even down to the present time, Mr. Judd is 
surprisingly well-informed. He realizes his 
physical condition and bears his lot with pa- 
tient resignation. His arms, legs, and body 
are greatly emaciated, and at every joint 
there are unsightly enlargements. It seems 
to me like a clear case of ossification.” 

Dr. Hunter’s description of the case is as 
follows: “I have attended Mr. Judd now for 
about ten years, and have watched his disease 
grow into what is without question the most 
remarkable affliction I have ever heard of, 
In my contact with other physicians I have 
thus far met with no one who knows of any- 
thing like it. Mr. Judd’s affliction is not an 
ordinary case of ossification. If my diagno- 
sis is correct his trouble began in a form of 
rheumatism in which the muriate of soda in 
the system was diverted in some peculiar 
manner from the natural channels and de- 
posited at the joints where it has caused an 
enlargement and stiffening, producing an ef- 
fect similar to ossification. Medical men 
sometimes have cases in whicha limey growth 
has been caused in the finger joints by rheum- 
atiem, but I never before knew of an in- 

stance in which the whole body was affected. 
There is no course of treatment that will 
change these conditions. The best we can do 
is to keep the stomach in healthy order, and 
it is to this end I have worked in Mr. Judd’s 
case. Beyond this we can do nothing. At 
the present time Mr. Judd is entirely help- 
less, and has to be lifted about by a man at- 

tendant. Every joint in bis body is stiffened, 

but those in his arms and legs are the most 
affected, He can still bend forward a little, 

so as to keep his position in a chair if placed 
there. I have not seen him for some time, as 
medical attendance is useless. Mrs. Judd or 
some other member of the family comes in 

occasionally to report, and in this way I am 
kept informed as to his condition.“ 


Has an Abnormal Appetite. 


From time to time the assistance of other 
physicians has been enlisted, but without 
permanent benefit. One surprising feature 
of the case is the patient’s great emaciation, 
while his appetite is abnormally large. He 
eats more every day than many men who are 
laboring hard at outdoor work. Morning, 
noon, and night he insists upon having heavy 
meals of meats, eggs, and vegetables, and is 
rarely satisfied with less than two cups of cof- 
fee. But notwithstanding this generous diet 
he is daily growing thinner and his limbs are 
now but little more than bony extensions, 
save where the joints ure enlarged. Despite 
his sufferings, which must be severe, Mr. 
Judd maintains a cheerful disposition and 
takes an active interest in what is going on 
about him. 

In many ways S. Corning Judd is one of 
the best-known men in the West. He was a 
lawyer of large practice and high attainments 
before President Cleveland appointed him 
Postmaster of this city to succeed Frank 
Palmer in 1885. Born at Otisco, Onondago 
County, N. V., July 21, 1827, his early 
career was naterally passed in the Empire 
State, where he was admitted to the bar when 
he was 21. For some time he made his 
home at Syracuse, where he served as City 
Cierk and afterward became the editor of the 
Daily Star. Leaving Syracuse Mr. Judd be- 
came a clerk in the Interior Department at 
Washington, but soon drifted back into the 
legal profession, for which he not only had a 
strong liking, but was well equipped by 
nature and education. It was in 1868 that 


of William Fitzhugh Whitehouse, whose

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| was a staunch member of the Episcopal 
Church, in the membership of which he was 
confirmed at Syracuse in 1851, and he at once 
took an active part in its councils. He was the 
personal friend and legal adviser of Bishop

He served several terms as Chancellor of 
the Diocese and has always been prominent 
asa delegate at the national conventions of 
the church. It was while attending one of 
these conventions in New York in 1889. just 
before his resignation as Postmaster, that Mr. 
Judd, hearing that President Cleveland was 
in the city, went to call on him. With him at 
that time was Mr. Esher, now the law par“ ner 
of Mr. Ritchie, the law firm being at that time 
Judd, Ritchie & Esher, and that gentieman 
says the meeting between the President and 
the venerable Postmaster was one of the most” 
affecting he ever witnessed, showing, to him 
at least, that Mr. Cleveland had more than a 
passing political interest in his representative 
at Chicago. Previous to his malady taking 
such form as to confine him to his house Mr. 
Judd was a regular communicant at St. 
James’ Church, and there have been few 
moves affecting the welfare of that influential 
congregation made without his advice. 

There were many expressions of sorrow at 
the Postoffice and in other places where Mr. 
Jucd is well known when the facts of the seri- 
ous nature of his illness were told. Assistant 
Postmaster Hubbard voiced the general senti- 
ment when he suid that Mr. Judd was a man 
of generous nature and kindly impulse. “I 
did not serve under him,” said Mr. Hubbard, 
„but know him very well. One day just 
after Col. Sexton had taken charge of the of- 
fice Mr. Judd came in and signed the bond of 
a young woman who had been appointed 
stamp clerk, and he did many little acts of 
kindness like that, but few people knew of 
them.“

POLICE RAID A HOTEL. 


ELEVEN SUSPEOTS AND A GAMBLING 
OUTFIT TAKEN FROM MOOY’S. 


Inspector Shea’s Men Do a Thorough Job 
ine Apparatus, Including Roulette 
Wheel and Table, Faro Bank, Cards, 
Chips, and Case-keepers, Is Found= 
Sledge Hammers Break the Doors and 
Then Demolish the OutfiteInspector 
Declares He Intends a War, 


Eleven men and a complete ouifit of gam- 
bling tools weretaken out of McCoy’s Euro- 
pean Hotel, Van Buren and Clark streets, by 
Central Station detectives yesterday after- 
noon. The gambling apparatus, which was 
of unusually fine quality, was taken to the 
Central Police Station and there under orders 
of Inspector Shea broken to pieces with 
sledge-hammers. Themen were locked up 
and booked as inmates and keepers of a 
gambling-house. The raid is important as 
marking what Inspector Shea says is the be- 
ginning of a crusade against gambling in 
hotels, 

* lam tired,” he said yesterday, of going 
to hotel proprietors and asking them to see 
that gambling is not carried on in their 
houses. Hereafter when I hear of gambling 
in any hotel I shall simply swear out a search 
warrant, raid the hotel, destroy the gambling 
tools, and loek up the inmates. It will not be 
pleasant for the hotel proprietors, but it is 
the only way we can handle the matter.“ 

Gambling has been going on at McCoy’s 
for several weeks, but Detective Sergeant 
Alexander, in charge of the Central Detail on 
gambling, has been unable to locate the exact 
room. Yesterday he learned the faro bank 
and roulette wheel had been set up on the top 
floor of the hotel, and, acting under orders of 
Inspector Shea, he swore outa search warrant 
and wentin person to serve it. With him 
were Sergts. Kipley, Mackey, Niland, and 
J. O'Malley. A rap at the suspected door 
was not answered, but Alexander was so sure 
he was on the right track that he swung a 
heavy sledge and broke the door from its 
hinges, 

Locked Up in an Inner Room. 

The room was vacant, but leading from it 
was a tightly locked and barred door. This 
was attacked, and then a third, leading into a 
large inner room in the northwest corner of 
the building. Here the eleven men were dis- 
covered sitting about the room, some of them 
reading and all greatly surprised they should 
be suspected of gambling. The evidence of a 
big roulette wheel and table, which cost 
probably $250, and of a faro bank, with 
quantities of chips, cards, and ca sekeepers, 
was too strong. however, and Officers 
Mackey and Niland were at once 
stated for Central Station with eight 
of the prisoners in a patrol wagon. 
The faro layout and roulette table were too 
large to be moved on the elevator and the 
officers carried them down to the waiting 
patrol wagon on their backs. 

The news of the raid had quickly spread 
and Van Buren street was crowded when the 
men with their booty left the hotel. They 
were driven quickly to the Ceniral Station 
and there Inspector Shea at once ordered the 
gambling utensils piled in a heap on the floor 
and demolished with sledge-hammers. Ina 
few minutes nothing was left of the costly 
layout but splinters of wood and pieces of 
burnished metal, 

Captives Are Bailed.“ 


The eleven men taken in the raid gave their 
names as follows: Edward Lynch, George 
Spears, William Henry, John Miller, A. B. 
Mann, Charlies Klein, Wilfam Burns, Frank 
Wilks, Samuel Howe, B. B. Brown, and John 
Johnson. At 6:30 o’clock they were trans- 
ferred to the Harrison Street Station, where 
Joseph H. Jackson, giving his address as No.

TO PUT CONVICTS TO WORK ON ROADS. 


Two Measures Looking to That Fnd to Be 
Introduceti=Other Bills Being Formed. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 11.—Representative 

Kaiser has several bills which he will intro- 
duce at an early date, among them the follow- 
ing: 
Providing for county uniformity of school text- 
books upon a majority of the legal votes being 
cast in favor of such uniformity, the act not to 
apply to Cook County; providing for the sub- 
mission to a direct vote of the ple of cities, 
towns, and villages of the question of licensing 
saloons; providing for the prohibition of the car- 
rying of any firearm, airgun, or similar weapon 
by any minor under the age of 16 years (aimed at 
tHe sparrow hunters); to prohibit con- 
tracting of convict labor in the 
penitentiaries other reformatories 
of the State. In this bill it is provided the con- 
victs in the penitentiary, aside from these whose 
labor may be needed in the manufacture of cioth- 
ing for the prisoners, shall be employed in the 
898 of the public highways. They are 
to be used in the breaking of rock, making of 
brick, and burning of clay, or in any other eapac- 
ity the Warden or other proper officers of the in- 
stitution may direct. It is provided also the con- 
victs shail not be empioyed or e leased or sold 
or in any other way disposed of by any of our 
officers, legislative, executive, or judicial. 

Representative Snyder will introduce the 
bill to require better qualifications of men 
doing room work in coal mines and providing 
that no person shall be employed as “ pit 
boss who is not an experienced miner. 

Sendtor Mahoney wilt introduce an arbi- 
tration bill, patterned somewhat after the 
Massachusetts law. 

Representative Daugherty will introduce a 
bill to prevent the competition of convict 
with honest labor.

There is to be established in cities and towns 

of 5,000 inhabitants or more a commission 

to examine and license persons desiring to 
engage in that business. 

Representative McKinzie will introduce a 
bill to abolish the present system of paying 
road taxes in labor and making ail such taxes 
payable in money. 

Senator Dunlap will introduce a bill to es- 
tablish a State police system. Headquarters 
are to be maintained at Springfield and the 
working force is to be made up of the Sheriffs 
and constables of the State. All crimes com- 
mitted within the State are to be promptly 
reported to headquarters and the whale ma- 
chinery of the department will be utilized in 
the capture of the offender. The bill has the 
indorsement of the State convention of Su- 
pervisors. 


TO PREVENT THE MAYOR’S RE-ELECTION 


Shanahan Preparing 2 Measure to Affect 
; the Executive“ Term of Office. 

SprRInGFIELD, III., Jan. 11.—Representative 
Shanahan of Cook has in preparation a bill 
to amend the act regarding the term of office 
of the Mayor of the City of Chicago, to pre- 
vent his holding office wto consecutive terms, 
making the section read as follows: 

The chief executive officer of the city shall be 
a Mayor, who shall a citizen of the United 
States, a qualified elector residing in the city 
limits, and hold his office for the term of two 
years and until his successor is elected qual- 
ified; but that no one shall be eligibie as Mayor 
of the City of Chicago two terms in succession. 

Mr. Shanahan believes for such offices as 
President, Governor, and Mayor two terms 
are acurse, rather thana blessing, to the 
people. Ring rule, fraud, and corruption, he 
maintains, are likely to result from permit- 
ting any Mayor of the City of Chicago to hold 
office fortwo consecutive terms or more. 
When ready for introduction his bill will 
probably contain further provisions, about 
which Mr. Shanahan desires to consult the 
representatives of the Civic Federation. It is 
by some deemed expedient in connection 
with the amendment to lengthen the term of 
office to four years. An objection to this is 
the terms of City Treasurer, City Clerk, 
and Attorney should, for the sake of prevent- 
ing a conflict of elections, be equally length- 
ened, and the City Treasurership is too 
lucrative an office to warrant doubling the 
term. If the amendment is deemed advia- 
able it may be necessary to make the City 
Treasurership a salaried office.

All of the members of the Cook County 
delegation either returned from Springfield 
yesterday or will be back this morning and a 
determined effort will be made to get every 
man ia the caucus. If the present program 
is carried out only the Cook County members 
of the General Assembly will be allowed to 
participate. 

The idea of a caucus was originated by 
Sénator McCloud of the Third District. He 
will call the meeting to order and it is under- 
stood Senator Morrison of the Fifteenth 
District has been picked out for Chairman, 
The first matter that will come up 
for consideration will be a resolution which it 
is understood will be offered by a West Side 
member. This resolution will provide the 
members of the caucus agree to abide by the 
decision of a majority of those present.

OOTTON MILLS WILL REMOVE SOUTH. 


Rich Massachusetts Corporations Pian to 
Get Close to Raw Material. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 11.— There has been 
presented in the House a petition from the 
Merrimac Manufacturing corporation for 
leave to increase its capital stoek to 
$3,500,000 and to do business outside of the 
State, or “in any part of the United States,“ 
as the words of the petition have it. Wednes- 
day a similar petition was presented in the 
Boot Manufacturing corporation, which is one 
of the largest cotton concerns in New Ea- 
gland. s Wednesday was the first day on 
which ions were presented to the Legis- 
lature, it looks as if the cotton mille were 
getting ready to adopt this policy. The tirst 
to make this move were the Dwight Milis of 
Chicopee, which got the desired permission 
from the Legislature and have since decided 
to locate in Georgia. 

There are three motives which tend to 
bring about this removal of mills from the 
North. Probably first of all is the cheapness 
of manufacturi where the raw material 
is close at and where the supplies 

coul are also nearer. Then there 
price of labor 

and the fear of 

hostile legislation in the North. The move- 
ment on the part of the Boot and Merrimac 
mills is practically that of the same body of 
men. The President of each  cor- 
poration is Augustus Lowell of  Bos- 
ton, and Arthur T. Lyman, one of 
the most influential of Boston’s business- 
menis a director in each. The Boot mills 
have total assets according to their report of 
condition Dec. 7, 1894, of $2,567,847, of 
which $105,360 is in land and water-power, 
$419,000 is in buildings, and $541,923 is in 
machinery. The capital stock is $1.200,000. 

The Merrimack mills have $400,000 in 
land and water-power, $900,000 in buildings, 
$70Q/000 in machinery, and 51.427.000 in 
steck in process of manufacture (by the state- 
ment of June 7 last), and their capital stock 
is $2,500,000. The mills are situated in 
Lowell andare as well known as any in the 
country in their line of business, as their own- 
ers are at the head of this branch of New En- 
g'and industry. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS ON SOIENOE, 


Relations of the Catholic Church to Con- 
flicts of Modern Times. 

BALrIMoRkR, Md., Jan. 11.—Cardinal Gib- 
boos will have the first article in the first 
number of the Catholic University Bulletin, 
The Bulletin will be a quarterly conducted by 
the professors at Washington, D. C., in the in- 
terest of the university.

ve been realized in an institution whose pur- 
pose it is to give the Catholics of America, clergy 
and laity alike, the fairest opportunity to bring 
forth and enjoy the fruits of higher education. 

_After what has been said concerning the rela- 
tions between the Church and science, it may ap- 
pear superfluous to insist on the liberty which 
she allows her children. However, there is in 
many candid minds a lurking suspicion that 
Catholics are kept in constant fear of running 
up against a barrier of some sort. of 
being checked, so to speak, by theological inhi- 
bitions, And if by this is meant that the Church 
is ever vigilant for the preservation and priority 
of faith we not only admit that such is the case, 
but we insist moreover that this is the only 
course which an institution founded by Christ to 
spread his doctrine could consistently foliow.

Geological Survey Over 300 Miles North 
of Fort Churchi i. 
Minyeapouis, Minn., Jan. 11.—[Special, }— 
A Winnipeg special states that J. B. Tyrrel! 
of the Dominion Geological Survey and Mr. 
Ferguson of the Goverpvor-General’: staff 
have returned froma trip to Hudson Bay. 
They started from Winnipeg last Juve and 
1,300 miles north of that place left the last 
vestige of civilization, a Hudsen Bay trading 
post. They finally reached the Ptarmigan 
River, where they commenced the actual work 
of the survey and from that point t 
300 miles north of Fort Churchill, wees 
in latitude 50.

INDIANA LEGISLATURE PREPARES 
FOR AN INVESTIGATION. 


Resolution Presented Names the Attorney- 
General First and Brings in Other Sta‘e 
Offictals as Sulijects for a Searching In- 
vestigation—Elkins Nominated in Cau- 
cus for Senator from West Virginia= 
Conditions in the Minnesota Contest= 
Other Political News. 


Inpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 11.—[Special. }— 
The Indiana Legislature has started in to 
probe the management of the State offices 
under the administration of the Democrats. 
The second day’s session of the Senate had 
hardly begun when Senator Haggard of 
Lafayeite introduced a resolution calling for 
an investigation of ex-Attorney-General 
Green Smith’s official conduct. It is the 
talk about the executive chamber that Smith’s 
‘ees will exceed $250,000, instead of the 
$75.000 which he included ia his report to 
the Governor. It is upon this the Senate 
will act. : 

The resolution calling for an investigation 
Of Green Smith was made a special order of 
business Monday. It is an omnibus affair, 
and includes, besides the ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Bailey and Mr. Voris, Secretary of 
State Myers and his deputy, Auditor of State 
Henderson, and the Bureau of Statistics. It is 
to go back to 1886 and make a clean sweep 
of all the offices. 

Another important step was taken by Sen- 
ator Wray of Shelby County, who produced a 
sensation by introducing a bill on the pass 
question. The bill provides: 

No member of the General Assembly, no Judge 
of the Supreme, Appellate, Superior. Circuit, or 
Criminal Court, no member of the State Board 
of Taxation, no Prosecuting Attorney, no Sheriff, 
no member of the Countyy Board of Review, no 
member of a Common Council, no member of a 
Board of Trustees, no Mayor, and no Marsbal of 
any city or incorporated town of the State shall 
directly or indirectly ask, demand, accept, re- 
ceive, or consent to receive any raiiroad pass, 
free transportation, or discrimination in passen- 
ger rates. 

The penalty is the vacation of office and the 

yment of $100, to be collected by the 

*rosecuting Attorney in a civil action. If 
the Prosecuting Attorney fails to prosecute 
such a suit the same penalty is to be inflicted 
upon him. This bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads. It is generally believed 
the bill will become a law. 

The bill for a soldiers’ home at Lafayette, 
with an approprietion of $150,000, was in- 
troduced, and Senator Humphreys of Greene 
County, who is an advocate of the greenback 
tax, launched a bill to that effect, but it is not 
likely to pass. 

The expenses of the present Assembly are 
figured at 105.000 and Senator Wishard's 
bill for an appropriation was passed at once 
in the usuul order. In both the Senate and 
House there is a disposition to economize and 
the number of doorkeepers and clerks was 
cut down today, the House chopping off no 
loss than eighteen from the big list of the last 
Legislature. At the joint caucus this after- 
noon Mrs. Emma L. Davidson was selected 
for State Librarian for the State Library. 

The rest of today’s session was given to the 
reading of the Governor’s message. At 
10:30 o’clock the Governor met the joint 
session and mounted the platform and read 
his own message. During the hour and 
thirty-five minutes required for its delivery 
he was frequently interrupted with applause, 
The portion referring to his actionin cailing 
out the militia was well received. His call 
for a bill to prohibit winter raaing was 
caught up by the trottmg. horsemen in the 
lobby, but only caused a smile in the body of 
the Assembly. The expenses of the militia, 
which were paid by the Governor, were pro- 
vided for bya bill introduced today fora 
$48,000 appropriation to reimburse the 
Governor. 

Era of Debt-Paying Entered, 


The first subject discussed by the Governor 
is the finances of the State. It is shown that 
the State has leit an era of debt-making and 
gone into an era of debt-paying. He expresses 
the opinion a reduction of 2 per cent in the 
school tax levy might be made and says in the 
last two years no money has been borrowed by 
the State; all payments have been promptiy 
met and $1,310,000 has been paid on the 
State debt. 

The message gives a brief review of the coal 
miners’ strike last year and defends his action 
in quelling the riots with State troops. Of the 
Puliman strike the message says: 

A strike originating at Pullman, III., was in 
sympathy joined by the American Railway Union 
in Chicago, and from there spread to the towns 
and cities in Indiana. Asis often true a vicious 
element, unable to appreciate the institutions of 
a free people, whose only idea of liberty is 
license, and respecting no law save that of force, 
availed themselves of the opportunity to commit 
depredations. 

The 750 Indianr troops in this strike cost 
the state $52,807 and this amount the Legis- 
lature is asked to provide, The message com- 
mends the support of the Loyal Legion and 
the G. A. R. in their prompt offer of service 
to suppress the strike trouble. Au increase 
of the Governor’s contingent fund is asked 
for. Sec. 46 should be amended,” the 
message says, so a military officer in com- 
mand would have more discretion in giving 
the order to fire, when it becomes necessary, 
rather than to leave him entirely subject to 
the discretion of the civil officer.”’ 

Gov. Matthews laid great stress upon the 
fact that Sheriffs often failtodo their duty. 
In this connection he advised the enactment 
of the following laws: 

1. Authorizing the Governor to institute in the 
courts actions to prevent the commission of any 
acts against property, public peace, public 
morals, public health, public policy, or in an 
violation of any of the statutes of the State, wit 
the authority in proper cases to appoint a re- 
ceiver for the property in which the iiiegal acts 
are being committed and in this connection of 
making the law retroactive so as to cover suits 
already instituted, 

2. Authorizing the Governor or other proper 
officer to institute and maintain actions against 
railroad com }-anies or other common carriers to 
restrain them from carrying passengers for the 
purpose of engaging in unlawful enterprises, and 
making the carrying fer such purpose a cause 
for a forfeiture of their franchises.

Winter Racing and Prize Fights. 


Concerning Roby he says: 

Near the City of Hammond there has been 
located what is known as ne Roby Fair Associa- 
tion, Itis not incorporated under the laws of 
this State, nor, so far as I can ascertain, of any 
State, and what is the legal nature of the asso- 
ciation is sedulously concealed. What its actual 
nature, its purposes and character are is without 
any concealment. It is simply an immense gam- 
bling concern, with a racing attachment to give 
it the appearance of respectability. It draws 
within our borders the lawless and disreputable 
elements of Chicago for a purpose that is not 
permitted, nor would it be tolerated within that 
city’s limits. 

Its every influence is demoralizing, encouraging 
vice, propagating crime, and thus brings our 
State into disrepute. Its trausacuons have been 
open and notorious, but the authorities of Lake 
County seem to be either indisposed or powerless 
to prevent them. I have been earnestly seeking 
some means, warranted by law, by which this dis- 
grace to our State could be prevented. Although 
having the able advice, earnest assistance, and 
active coOperation of Attorney-General Ketcham 
I have failed to find the way. 

In view of the failure of the Supreme Court to 
pass upon the Cotumbian Athietic club case and 
the approaching session of the General Assembiy 
I have concluded that it was wiser to call your 
attention to the evil and urge you to provide a 
remedy rather than to attempt again to pursue 
spe ogee adopted with the Columbia Athletic 
club. 

I would earnestly urge upon you the import- 
ance of enacting a more stringent law upon prize- 
fighting, making it a felony for those who may 
participate either as principals or seconds. It 
shouid also be more ciearly defined as what may 
be considered prize-fighting, and what exhibition 
contests in places of amusement. The advertis- 
ing of a pret ht should be made unlawful and 
punishable with a fine. 

Winter racing is deplored by the Governor, 
and a law forbidding meetings between Nov. 
1 and April 1 is advocated. 

Whitecapism is decreasing, and the belief is 
expressed a strict enforcement of present 
laws will finally eradicate it. 

Relative to ship canals the message recom- 
mends Indiana Representatives in Congress be 
urged to secure from the General Government 
a survey for a ship canal connecting Lake 
Michigan with tne Ohio River.

GOV. BUDD TAKES THE OATH OF OFFICE. 


Great Crowd Present at the Ceremonies= 
Reforms Which Should Be Made. 

Sacrameyro, Cal., Jan. 11.—A tremendous 
crowd attended the inauguration of Gov. 
Budd at noon today, preceded by a large var- 
ade of military and uniformed political organi- 
zations. The Assembly chamber was crowded 
when Gov, Markham was escorted to the 
Speaker’s chair and introduced by Speaker 
Lynch, The retiring Governor gave a brief 
speech of farewell and thanks, with a good 
word for his successor. Gov. Budd was then 
introduced amid loud cheering. The oath of 
office was administered by Justice Henshaw 
of the State Supreme bench. Immediately 
cannon gave the gubernatoriai sa/ute of nine- 
teen guns. Then Gov. Budd delivered his 
inaugural address, specifying a number of in- 
stitutions and State s in which retreuch- 
ment is advisable through consolidation, 
abolition, and desirable legislation. 

Now that Gov. Budd has been inaugurated 
and all talk of a contest is at an end the in- 
terest of politicians centers on the contest for 
United States Senator. Senator George A. 
Perkins and M. H. DeYoung remain the 
most prominent candidates. Perkins last 
night received the Republican caucus nomi- 
nation with forty-five out of eighty-seven 
votes. The DeYoung men contend it was 
not a caucus, but simply a meeting of Perkins 
men. 

The A. P. A. has taken a hand in the con- 
test by warning the islature members that 
DeYoung is a reputed Catholic and they must 
not vote for him. Mr. DeYoung says he is 
not a Catholic, but he is not a member of the 
A. P. A. He says he would not accept the 
Senatorship if by doing so he would have to 
discriminate against any sect.

Edmond Lavis, who says he lost both legs 
in a railroad accident in 1888 lies in a lodg- 
ing-house at No. 1003 West Madison street in 
a miserable and destitute condition. The man 
is absolutely without feod or means of getting 
it, except when a fellow-iodger almost in as 
bad a condition as himself gives him an oc- 
ecasional crust of bread. All he had to eat 
yesterday was a piece of stale bread which a 
Meat he has not had for 
many days. Previous to the cold weather he 
was able to earn a few cents by selling song 
booksalong the streets. But now he is afraid 
to venture out as the snow is deep and the 
sidewalks icy. 

Lavis isan ex-policeman and wasin the 
2 ot Halder & Goss, cattie-buyers for 
the oliet penitentiary, when he lost 

He was on a Wisconsin 
suburban train going to 
Austin. The train, he says, was running 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour; He was 
sitting in the rear of the car and the door was 
open. the train turned the curve with such 
speed he was thruwn from his seat out on the 
platform. Hestruck the railing with such 
force two of his ribs were broken and his right 
arm was fractured. He tried to hang on to 
the railing, but his strength left him and he 
fell under the wheels of the rear car. He was. 
taken to the County Hospital, where both legs 
were amputated. 

After being in bed for half a year a friend, 
a detective, took him to his home 
in Oak park. This friend, he al- 
leges, charged him $6 a week for his 
board and as soon as the $400 he received 
from his brother, who had died while he was 
in the huspital, had gone, sent him to the 
poorhouse. Lavis was too, proud to live on 
the public bounty, and left the lutter to work 
for a bicycle house, Business was so siack 
last Juae he was laid off, and since then he 
has lived from hand to mouth.

THINES TAYLOR HAS LITTLE MONEY. 


United States District-Attorney Miller Says 
the Fugitive Loaned It. 

Stoux Crry, Ia., Jan. 11.—E. W. Miller, 
United States Distriet- Attorney for the District 
of South Dakota, in an interview here con- 
cerning ex-State Treasurer Taylor’s shortage: 
„I bas learned that Taylor has very little, 
if any, of the money taken from the State by 
him. He was interested largely in banking 
and had friends who were in gpeculative en- 
terprises, and he loaned money to them with 
the expectation when the time came to repay 
it they would be able to make the loans good 
to him. This they were unable to do, and 
money has gone where it will never be 
recovered and where it will never do Taylor 
any good. If the matter is sifted to the bo t- 
tom, and I am of opinion it will be, there will 
be some surprises in South Dakota. Taylor 
is not the only man to blame in the affair 
either. It was known in State-House circles 
as long as a year ortwo ago his accounts were 
not what they should be, and there wasa de- 
termined effort made first to renominate him 
and then to secure the nomination of a man 
friendly to him in order to cover his tracks. 
This failed, and cf course the shortage came 
out. The State officérs who accepted the bond 
furnished by Taylor are also to blame. It is 
a fact that but little can be realized on it. 
Men were permitted to qualify on the bond 
for thousands of dollars who were not worth 
acent over and above their debts. I can 
dame a dozen men on the bond from whom a 
cent cannot be recovered. There are some 
on the bond who are good and will have to 
settle, but it will ruin them to do it.“ 


TAYLOR’S LARGE INTEREST AT NEWTON 


His Default Embarrasses the Chicago Mer- 

cantile and Manufacturing C ompauny. 

Newton, III., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]—The 
Chicago Mercantile and Manufacturing com- 
pany’s stores were closed this morning by the 
Sheriff. W. W. Taylor, South Dakota’s de- 
faulting Treasurer, was a large shareholder 
in thiscompany. Itis an extensive establish- 
ment and in addition to the three large stores 
was running a creamery, egg case factory, 
poultry-house, and saw-mill. A representa- 
tive of Cyrus C. Marble of New York and J. 
V. Farwell, Chicago, came this morning and 
levied on all the possessions of the firm on 
confessed judgments, Marble for $32,035 
and Farwell for $1.053. Other attachments 
for several thousand dollars had been run in 
on the stock late yesterday evening. This is 
a result of Taylor’s financial troubles in the 
West, as the store had an indebtedness of only 
$5,000 or $6,000, which could have been 
easily settled, 


FUGITIVE SPENDS EIGHT DAYS HERE, 


In Chicago from Dec. 26 to Jan. 3 and 
Flees from Mellette. 

If W. W. Taylor, the absconding ex-Treas- 
urer of South Dakota, has not left Chicago 
he probably will be arrested soon. — 
Central detail detectives and the whole po- 
lice force are searching for him. Inasmuch 
as $2,000 reward has been offered by the 
State for his capture, they will make every 
effort to find him. It is known he has been 
here most of the time since Dec. 21, and it is 
believed he is here now in hiding. The date 
mentioned he arrived at the Great Northern 
Hotel accompanied by his wife, registered, 
and was assigned to a room. They remained 
there until the afternoon of Dec. 24. Early 
in the forenoon of Dec. 26 Taylor registered 
at the Tremont House. Late in. the aft- 
ernoon his wife joined him there. He 
staid at the Tremont House until Jan. 3, 
when a telegram came from ex-Gov. Meliette 
of South Dakota to the hotei people inquiring 
whether Taylor was their guest, or, if not, 
whether they krew where he was. This was 
shown to him by a clerk and the fugitive 
hastily settied his bill and left. His abiding 
place since then has not been discovered. He 
was seen on the streets, however, by persons 
well acquainted with him no longer ago than 
last Tuesday. His actiors then appeared 
to be somewhat mysterious. 

Taylor's term as Treasurer of South Da- 
kota expired Jan. 1, but he was not around 
when his successor appeared to take charge 
of the office. He was in Chicago, and, judg- 
ing from the contents of a letter sent him by 
his business partner, C. H. Vinton of Red. 
field, which he never got and which is now in 
the possession of Inspector Shea, he was here 
waiting for the storm to break. The facts 
came out the day ot his disappearance from 
the Tremont House. 

Letter from Taylor’s Partner. 

In Vinton’s letter, written and mailed Dec. 
28, among other things he says: I presume 
when we default in New York Jan. 1 in 
coupons we will get wires, and the devil will 
be to pay about Jan. 3.“ As he letter con- 
tained a note for $600, Taylor was evidently 
waiting for it, and doubtless hung on at the 
big down-town hotel three or four days longer 
than he otherwise would have done. Ihe 
letter should have reached him Dec. 29. The 
reason it did not was due to the mistake of 
Vinton in addressing it to be delivered at the 
Revere Hotel, Clark and Michigan streets, in- 
stead of the Tremont. In consequence of 

mistake Taylor was within a 

hours of i captured, for 
ex-Gov. Mellette, who was at Indianapolis 
when he sent his telegram of inquiry to the 
hotel people. put in an appearance himself 
the next morning. His message had not been 
answered, and when toid why he was a great- 
ly disgusted man. 

„Ves, said the chief clerk, ‘‘ we got your 
telegram, and when I opened and read it Mr. 
Taylor was standing by the counter. I hand- 
ed it over to him with the remark somebody 
wanted to knew where he was, and suggested 
he could prebably answer it. He said he 
could, and walked over towards the operator's 
room. I supposed he answered it then.“ 

The clerk said yesterday that this was what 
he told the ex-Governor. He also said that 
within one hour after the telegram was handed 
to him Taylor paid his bill and went away. 
Ex-Gov. Mellette remained in the city three or 
four days looking around, but he took no 
steps to have the man captured. 

Police on the Trail. 


The police were not asked to do anything 
until Thursday afternoon, when a stranger 
walked into Inspector Shea’s office with the 
Vinton letter and a $600 note and left them 
with him. As he went out the stranger said 
the State of South Dakota had offered $2,000 
for Taylor’s arrest. Mr. Shea at once turned 
the case over to Detective Raferty, assigned 
four good men to work with him, 
and away they went on the _ truil. 
It was learned yesterday on South Water 
street that Taylor has been planning to en- 
gage in the commission business in Chi- 
cago. It is also repo he was ex- 
pected to back the Western Butter company, 
or rather furnish certain parties money to 
buy an interest in that concern, which has 
opened an office at No. 181 Illinoisstreet. It 
was further learned that during his stay at 
both the Great Northern and Tremont Hotels 
a number of men called to see Taylor every 
day, and at least two of them used to spend 
several hours a day with nim in his room. 
For four days after he left the Tremont a tall, 
slim man came there regularly to get Tay- 
lor’s mail. His wife went away Dec. 31. As 
they left the Great Northern Dec, 24 and did 
not go to the Trement until Dec. 26, the de- 
tectives would like to know where they were 
during the interim.

PERSEOUTION OF NEWSPAPER MEN. 


Newfoundland Officials Trying to Stifle 
the Reports of Pestitution. 

St. Jonns, N. F., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
The government bas begun an investigation 
directed against; correspondents of lead- 
ing American newspapers, who are accused of 
sending abroad reports of the colony’s finan- 
cial straits. The government, acting 
on an obsolete law of newspaper 
libel, unused in England for seventy years, is 
trying to compel the telegraph companies to 
reveal the names of the correspondents and 
the contents of their dispatches. An operator 
of the Anglo-American Telegraph company 
was summoned before Magistrate Prowse 
last night, and the names of the correspond- 
ents and their papers were demanded. The 
operator refused at first to give them, but 
when a warrant was issued for commit- 
ment he confessed. His lawyer had been 
refused admittance, and he was helpless. 
Today A. M. MacKay, General Superintend- 
ent of the company, was subponaed and 
ordered to produce books and papers. 
He went to the Magistrate’s court, but 
réfused to produce the books, contend- 
ing that only a Supreme Judge has 
the authority to compel hi to do so, 
The local newspapers tell the 222 it 
had far better — its energiés to formulat- 
ing measures for relieving the prevailing des- 
titution than to prosecuting men on whose 
efforts they will mainly have to rely for stimu- 
lating outside assistance, 


To Test the Log Lien Law.

berry. Arthur Dixon, who presided, then 
introduced as one of the orators of the even- 
ing the Rev. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, who had sat 
at his right hand at the speakers’ table, and 
whose subject, he said, would be Alexander 
Hamilton. 

Dr. Hirsch’s Address, 

It was well, Dr. Hirsch said, for a people to 
cherish their national memories. As long as 
a nation retained its recollection of its great- 
est men and a reverence for their virtues it 
was safe. As for Americans, some might be 
inclined, with Carlyle, to call them a nation 
of hero worshipers, constantly bowing be- 
fore idols of their own creation. But 
it will be found that the hero- 
worshiping nation is the one that has the 
deepest political convictions, the purest polit- 
ical principles, and the brightest national pros- 
pects. As for Alexander Hamiiton he had 
engraved his name and fame on tablets of 
everlasting character. For among the great 
men who laid the foundation of American 
liberty none will ever eclipse this particular 
star, which shone in the same constellation 
with Washington himself. 

But for Hamilton, he said, the principles of 
American freedom would have been strangled 
at their birth. It was one thing to win inde- 
pendence and it was quite another thing and 
an equally difficult thing to preserve it and 
improve it. As long as the excitement of the 
Revolutionary struggle lasted the people of the 
different States, held together by the ex- 
ternal pressure of English tyranny, stood 
shoulder to shoulder and were fairly well 
united. But when peace came their friendly 
sentiments disappeared and gave place to 
the most rancorous jealousy and distrust. 
It was then Hamilton rendered his greatest 
services by inducing the warring factions to 
unite and become a nation. Without him 
there could have been no nation and no Con- 
stitution. His skillful direction led to the 
calling of the constitutional convention, and 
wher it had met it was his counsels that gave 
shape to the great charter of American lib- 
erty. Even after the adoption of the Consti- 
tution by the convention it could never have 
been ratified by New York and perhaps by 
other States but for the laborious and elo- 
quent advocacy of Hamiiton. 

Hamilton understood that just as there are 
in the physical world the two great forces that 
are calied centrifugal and centripetal, and as 
the stability of the universe depends on the 
harmonious adjustment of these forces, so in 
the political world there was a tendency to in- 
dependence and a tendency to centralization, 
both of which were necessary, and which 
must be correlated before there could be any 
stability or any progress. After the war 
the people were morbidly afraid of a cen- 
tralized government and in the greatest 
danger of W apart into thirteen petty 
principalities, It was his genius that held 
them together and molded them into the ever- 
glorious American Union. 

After speaking some time longer of the 
service of Hamilton Dr. Hirsch made an ap- 
plication of the principies of federalism to the 
affairs of today, and finally to the evils of 
munieipal government in Chicago. He dep- 
recated the introduction of national issues 
in the administration of city affairs. He did 
not think it was necessary for every clerk 
in the City Hall, and every laborer in the city 
employ to be sound on the tariff question. 
It was ashame to have it said “the boys 
must be taken care of. The time had come 
for the inauguration of civil service reform. 
If Washington and Hamilton could speak to 
us today they would say so. These great men 
had been our political architects, but they 
had passed away and we had become the 
builders. Unless the spoils system could be 
wiped out the fabric we reared wouid fali 
about us and our institutions would prove a 
failure, 

Frank O. Loudon Speaks, 

After the Arion Quartet had sang anotner 
selection, Mr. Dixon introduced as the other 
set spedker of the evening Frank O. Loudon, 
whose theme, he said, would be No Heroes 
Without Hero Worship.“ A nation, Mr. 
Loudon said, which does not worship its 
heroes will never produce any. He regretted 
an obvious tendency in the American mind to 
disenchant ite great heroes of the past. Some 
people seemed to take a great pleasure in 
showing that George Washington was, after 
all, a man. They had robbed us 
of the cherry-tree story. Not long 
since a magazine paraded with great glee 
the fact that Washington had corresponded 
with West India parties about a lot of rum. 
They complained that he had flirted with the 
girls, and that he moved in the mazy dance, 
These trivial matters weighed more with some 
people than Washington’s glorious offer to 
raise 1.000 men at his own expense and 
march at their head for the relief of Boston. 
These small traces of human weakness oblit- 
erated all the eight noble years he spent at 
the head of the colonial armies. 

So it was, Mr. Loudon said, with Alexander 
Hamilton, for he was accused of aiming to 
build up an empire for his own aggrandize- 
ment. Jefferson was called a demagogue and 
John Adams a Puritan bigot. Even the prin- 
ciples of these great men are derided, for the 
newspapers now tell us that the repugnance 
of the Revolutionary fachers to taxation with- 
out representation was a mere conceit. For 
his part he was thrilled at the reply of 
Samuel Adams to Gen. Gage, and he 
admired the heroism of James Otis, who 
wag struck down, and who, though insane 
from his injuries, stole away from his keeper 
to share in the dangers and the glories of 
Bunker Hill. He lavished his praises on Col. 
Ethan Allen, who demanded the surrender of 
Fort Ticonderoga in the name of the Conti- 
nental Congress and the Great Jehovah, We 
did ourselves infinite harm, he said, by carp- 
ing at the heroism of these great men. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Loudon’s remarks 
the Arion Quartet sang again, and e im- 
promptu speaking went on until a late hour, 
after which the company separated,

The college draws 
most of its funds from the General Govern- 
ment. President Algord is one of the leading 
agricultural college men of the Nation and 
came here from Washington only a few 
months ago.

on “Founder's Day.” 
IrHaca, N. .* Jan. 11.— [Special.] — Today 
being the anniversary of the birthday of Ezra 
Cornell, founder of Cornell University, exer- 
cises were held in the armory to com- 


cises are suspended and the holiday ie known 
as Founder's Day.“ The address was de- 
livered by Charles A. Dana, editor of the New 
York Sun. His subject was the making of a 
great newspaper. After some opening re- 
marks in eulogy of Ezra Cornell and Henry 
Sage, the two men to whom the university 
owes so much, Mr. Dana said: 

The newspaper profession is certainly a learned 
profession in one sense, but atthe same time 
am sorry to say, and I am glad to say, there are 
certainly many newspapers in which learning 1s 
very sparsely and very meanly —! it does 
not seem to be there, and generally the newspa- 
per is very much like human nature, it is right 
sometimes and it is wrong often. But, on tue 
whole, the newspaper is not only a necessary in- 
stitution but it is a useful and beneficial institu- 
tion. Just now the business of making newspa- 
pers is going through a revolution; it 18 passing 
through changes of a very radical and remarka- 
ble nature, 

First, these changes are due to the invention of 
new printing machinery, which makes it possible 
to publish the large editions and the large news- 
papers we see all around us. Before these 
machines were invented, a machine that could 
turn ont 600 or 700 copies un hour was the best 
there was in the world. Now, with the improved 
presses, you can tarn out from one press 20,000 
copies of one of the large eight, ten, or twelve 
page papers in an hour. That is about the maxt- 
mum of safe and good work. 

Mr. Dana then spoke of the er, 
part of printing, the typesetting machines, 
quality of paper used, and the influence these 
have exerted in cheapening the price of our 
newspapers. Continuing he said: 

Now this relates to the mere mechanical and 
intellectual work of making a newspaper. Bat 
the question which precedes it all is, What kind 
of a newspaper wil! you make? That may be di- 
vided into two— Will yon make a A- for 
sensible people or fools? I would not under - 
stood as meaning to intimate that there is any- 
thing unworthy in making a newspaper for 
fools, since there is high authority for 
the statement that fools form a large part 
of the community. Isaiah, the greatest of the 
prophets, says: Aud an highway shall be there, 
and a way, . . the wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein. So that it is per- 
fectly right to provide for them in newspapers. 

fe see that this is very conscientiously por. 
formed by very able individuals, and I have heard 

they make money by it. For my part, 1 find 
more entertainment in making a newspaper of 
the other kind. Assome young gentlemeu here 
are bound to become newspaper men they should 
reflect carefully which kind they like best them- 
selves, 

He then discussed the Sunday newspaper. 
Then summing up the matter he said: 

The objectors to the Sunday newspaper may 
still be found, but the public at 1 * to 
say they want to have them and will have them. 
As long as the people buy them I think they wiil 
be made. At the same time, considered as a ques- 
tion of conscience, I am bound to say that I can 
see nothing wrong in making or reading Sunday 
newspapers. 

Mr. Dana discussed also the kind of prepa- 
ration best for a journalist. He said a clas- 
sical education is of great advantage, and that 
business experience and the ability to deal 
with men are almost indispensable. He con-

poems, The Modern Romans and Gettys-

MAKES OONGEALED WATER AT THB 
EXPENSE OF THE Orr T. 


Aqua Pura Runs from Municipal Hydrants 
Inte a Brickyard “Dug Oat” Gonven- 
lent tothe Alderman’s Recently Erected 
Ice Hoyse=Charge Is Made That City 
Employes Helped to Bald the Storing 
House- Where the Profitable Pond Is 
Located= What Residents Near By Say. 


Ald, Thomas Carey of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward expects to keep cool next summer. 
Further, he expects a good many other people- 
to keep cool and pay him for the privilege. 
The Alderman in question has what might be 
termed a snap.“ He has a pull and is 
using it. He is in the business of making 
lake ice at the city’s expense, The water for 
the ice was taken from city water plugs and 
now the charge is made that the ice-house in 
which the ice is being packed was partly 
erected by men who were in the city’s employ 
and were supposed to be cleaning alleys or 
digging ditches. 

Down at the corner of Forty-third and Ro- 
bey streets there stands a big new ice. house. 
Just south of the ice-house is a big artificial 
lake. Three days ago there was a fine sheet 
of ice over this iake, but part of the ice had 
been housed last night. Tho present favor- 
able weather, however, will soon make an- 
other covering of marketable ice on the lake. 

This lake and the new ice-house belong to 
„Tom Carey. In November the Alderman 
caught a money-making inspiration, Within 
a half mile of Ald, Carey’s home are a num- 
ber of brickyards. Near t are several 
great holes that have been excavated in ob- 
taining clay for brickmaking. One of these 
“ dug-outs,”” as y are sometimes called, 
was conveniently near two of the city water 
plugs. Ditches were dug from the water 
plugs to the excavation. The water plugs 
were opened and for six weeks, according to 
some reports, the city water-works expended 
energy both by day and night in filling the 
clay bole for the Alderman, 


Where the Ice I« Cut. 


The region of this brilliant engineering feat 

is bounded on the north by Forty-third 
street, on the east by Robey, on the 
south by MForty-ffth, and on the west 
by the Pan-Handle tracks. The Alderman’s 
new ice-house, fully equipped, with 
hoisting engine and all, stands 
the northeast corner of this 
The artificial body of water 
is furnishing the lake ice out of which Carey 
hopes to make a small fortune next summer 
is about five acres in extent. Of the two water 
plugs which furnish the water for the lake 
one stands at the corner of Forty-third and 
Robey streets and the other about a block 
west. The ice-house is about 100 feet wide by 
300 feet long. ‘The lake is about five acres 
in extent. ‘The ice-house was finished about 
two weeks ago, 
OAld. Carey run things as he wishes to down 
in his ward. Almost everybody in his ward 
seems to acknowledge this. Even the people 
that most dislike his methods ree to this 
statement. Nevertheless some Twenty-ninth 
Warders are very indignant that an Alderman 
should try to get rich at the expense of tax- 
payers. 

Otto Kampf, No, 2637 Forty-fifth street, 
was seen by a Tinu reporter last night at 
his home. He said: ** Ald, Carey seems to 
do just as he pieases because he is an Alder- 
man. If an ordinary citizen violates any of 
the water regulations he is ‘ jerked up for it, 
but an Alderman can open several water 
plugs and keep them open for weeks for the 
purpose cf making ice as a private enterprise 
and nothing is done about it. 


Saw the Plugs Open. 


“Tthink it is ashame. I myself saw two 
plugs open at several times over on Forty- 
third street and the water running through 
some ditches to the c'ay hole, where he is 
making ice now. I understand that the plugs 
were left open day and night for about six 
weeks. Then, too, I have heard that the 
Alderman took a lot of men that were being 
paid by the city for street and alley cleaning 
and digging ditches and put them to work on 
his ice-house. I heard of one woman who 
bragged that her husband got paid 
just the same whether he worked or not, since 
he helped Ald. Carey on his ice-house. The 
woman said that when pay day comes around 
her husband draws his full pay, even though 
he has only worked a few days during the 
month, My neighbor down the street, Au- 
gust Hawk, No. 2561 Forty-fifth street, often 
taiked with me about the water plugs while 
they were tuhhing. But I don’t like to say 
much, We have needed a culvert on this 
block for a long time, for it is hardly safe for 
wagons to come on the street? Carey has 
kept standing us off, and we need the cuivert, 
so I don’t want to antagonize him.“ 

Mr. Kampf’s brother lives with him and 
corroborated his statements. He added the 
information that Carey’s ice crop has been so 
large that seven or eight horses have been in

job lot of office furniture and a few 
books. It developed that the debentures 
were issued somewhere else and sold b 
Coffin & Stanton through their Englis 
agency. The bonds. and stocks of industrial 
com panies used as a basis for the debentures 
were also kept somewhere else, presumably 
nearer the office of Coffin & Stanton. The 
Chicago office of the Debenture company, it 
was learned, was established for the purpose 
of managing the aforesaid industrial com- 
panies. Some of them were found to be in 
default; others were in the hands of receivers. 
Since the failure holders of: the debentures 
have taken action looking toa recovery of 
what is possible of their 445 the II 
linois Trust and Savings Bank has had little 
to do with it.

ANOTHER HUGE LAKE PREIGHTER, 


Chicago Company Gets the Contract for 
Building a Monster Steamer. 

The largest and finest lake freight vessel 
that ever floated is to be built in Chicago this 
spring by the Chicago Shipbuilding company, 
whose yards are by the Calumet Rivor at One 
Hundredth street.

They regard 
the plush-covered iron chains in the light of 
gugar-coated pills which the poorer parishion- 
ers and transient attendants will refuse to 
swallow. At any rate the move has occasioned 
much comment in both Catholic and Protes- 
tant circles.

ENGINEERS MAKE SERIOUS CHARGES. 


Management of the City Bureau of Exam- 
: iners Is Roundly Scored. 
Grave charges against the management of 
the City Bureau of Examining Engineers were 
made yesterday morning at an informal ses- 
sion of a committee of the members of the 
Judiciary committee of the Council. Ald. 
Hepburn, Ryan, ana Gosselin were named on 
the committee, but only the Chairman, Ala. 
Hepburn, was present. Commissioner Kier- 
nan of the Board of Examining Engineers 
was present and sat through the charges with- 
out making a single refutation. On the other 
hand, several representatives of the National 
Association of Stationary Engineers were 
t. It was to discuss amendments to 
present ordinance governing the En- 
gineers’ Board that meeting was 
called, and it was during the discus- 
sion of those that the charges were made, 
The amendments submitted to the Council 
and referred to the Judiciary committee and 
thence to.the subcommittee provided for a 
different mode of appointment of members 
of the commission; that the Secretary of the 
board shall furnish a bond; and that close re- 
strictions be observed in the matter of issuing 
licenses to engineers. It also provides for 
the appointment of three inspectors at sala- 
ries of $1,200 each a year. A number of 
other important amendments are also sug- 
gested. representatives of the Stationary 
Engineers’ Association talked over the amend- 
ments with Chairman Hepburn, but no action 
was taken, as there was no quorum of the 
committee present. The engineers said the 
board is loose in the matter of issu- 
ing licenses. Instances were quoted where 
in large office buildings and business 
blocks where there are several engineers 
employed the only one to have a license 
18 chief engineer. The subordinates work 
under the license of the chief, ana it is assert- 
ed in many cases they are not efficient and 
could not get a license should they apply to

TRUTH SEEKERS TALK OF HEALING. 


Dr. George B. Charies and Miss Fanny M. 
. ‘Harlev Read Papers. 

The speaker of the morning at the Truth 
Seekers’ Congress yesterday was Dr. George 
B. Charles. The lodge rooms in the Masonic 
Temple, where the meetings are being held, 
were crowded. ‘Affirmation and Denial; 
Their Use and Abuse,“ was the subject of Dr. 
Charles’ address. The philosophy of truth, 
the speaker said, had been overdone; it was 
better to learn a little and do a little than sit 
passive and learn all of God and do nothing. 
He said in part: ° 

Christ is man’s spiritual understanding. And 
Jesus the practical demonstration of that under- 
standing; Christisthe divine spirit, Jesus is 
human nature; Christ the knowing, Jesus the 
doing; Christ is the inward guidance, Jesus is 
outward action; Christ the loving God. Jesus the 
living man; Christ and Jesus as one. Humanity 
is imperfect, yet God's idea of man, which man 
manifests, is the Christ element struggling for 
expression. Humanity errs, not in yearning to 
understand God, but falls short in the expression 
of that understanding. 

Perceiving a duty is easier than the doing of 
it, earth has many professing Christians but few 
practicing Jesuses. Without diminishing Christ- 
ship, there is much need to bri up our tardy 
Jesushood. Not to know less but to do more. 
We live our divinity whenever we choose, and 
hold a right thought whenever we utter pur- 

sely the right word. The time to be a Jesus 
is now; the place is here where our lot is cast. 
The power of healing comes from a clear and 
loved perception of God. God's idea is perfect, 
but man's manifestation of that idea is often im- 
perfect. The bealer's strong perception aids the 
sick one in the manifestation of the perfect God 
idea in man. Humanity and health are the nor- 
mal condition of things. But until the right use 
of self and environment is practiced by indi- 
viduals and the community the world will be in 
turmoil due to the ignorance, avarice, and per- 
verted passions of men. 

At the afternoon session a paper designated 
„Seeds by the Wayside was read by Fanny 
M. Harley. It contained much of the seeds 
of Hindoo philosophy. She said thought is 
the only creative power in the universe. The 
question which the nineteenth century has de- 
manded of every new idea has been, Will it 
pay? The question is would it pay better to 
take time to expand the mind and soul, or 
instead to spend it all in increasing material 
possessions. It is worth everything, con- 
cluded Miss Harley, to be free from 


They Complain Becuuse the City Does Not

Twenty Per Cent Lowering te Become 


Effective April 1 Next. 

A material reduction in the rates on articles 
of iron and steel has been agreed upon by 
the General Managers of the Central Traffic 
Association lines. But shippers will not de- 
rive any immediate benefit from the reduc- 
tion, as the new rates will not become effect- 
ive until April 1 next. It should be taken in- 
to consideration, however, that but littie fron 
is shipped during the winter months and con- 
struction does not begin until the end of 
Mareh. Shippers of iron articles therefore 
have good reason to be satisfied. The reduc- 
tion amounts to about 20 per cent. Hereto- 
fore all important articles of iron were 
rated as fifth class. Under the new agree- 
ment they will be taken at sixth-class rates. 
When the articles on which the reduction ap- 
plies are not shipped under the terms of the 
uniform bill of lading they will be charged 
20 per cent more than reguiar tariff, subject 
to a minimum increase of one cent per 100 
pounds. Among the more important articles 
affected by this reduction are the following: 

Car and locomotive axles, beams, billets, per 
gross ton of 2.240 pounds; blooms, per gross ton 
of 2,240 pounds; iler and boiler flues; bolts, 
bridge or barge, 12 inches and over in length; 
bolts in boxes or kegs, ear couples. car truck 
frames, car wheels, not attached to axles: cast- 
ings, chain iron, railroad chairs, columns, horse 
shoes, ingots, per gross ton 2,240 pounds; jour- 
nal boxes and covers, locomotive wheels and 
tires, mack or paddle bars, nails, nuts, nut locks 
pig iron, cast and wrought pipes, scrap-iron, 
spring plates, stove castings, in boxes or barrels; 
telegraph poles, railroad ties, turn-tables, wash- 
ers, in boxes or kegs; and all kinds of wire. 

The rates on billets and blooms will apply 
only on such unfinished material as is intend- 
ed to be rerolled and can be transported in 
open cars without damage from exposure to 
weather.

committee and after it had prepared its own 
suggestions he would be glad to again meet 
the members for another conference on the 
subject. He said the question of giving 
transfers should be considered along genera 
lines and not to suit individual cases.

Wasmrarox, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]}— 


The defeat of the original Carlisle currency 


scheme in the House has not destroyed the 
desire to tinker with the financial system by 
any manner of means. The smallbore states- 
men who are at the head of the administra- 
tion and control legislation in both Houses 
of Congress. seem to be perfectly demehfed 
on the one topic of finance. While the sub- 
ject has been temporarily dropped in the 
House it has broken out with fresh violence 
in the Senate, and, as might have been ex- 
pected, the Democratic majority there is 
quite as hopelessly divided as was the case 
in the House. Senator Vest of Missouri, 
one of the leading members of the Finance 
committee, reached down into his pocket this 
afternoon and produced a bill to reform the 
currency and the coinage at the same time, 
His proposition not only has a silver lining, 
but seems to be pretty much all lining. "He 
proposes in effect to retire all the outstanding 
paper and to substitute in its place coin notes. 
These are to be redeemed in either gold or sil- 
vor. according to circumstances. When there 
is less than $100,000,000 of gold on hand 
tre notes are redeemable in silver only. When 
the gold reserve is over the statutory amount 
of $100,000.000 the coin notes are redeema- 
ble in either gold or silvet at the option of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
Provision for Issues of Bonds. 


Provision is also made for a 3 per cent 
bond to be issued from time to time ouly in 
such quantities as are necessary to bring the 
gold reserve up to the hundred million notch 
again. These bonds, of course, are to be 
paid for only in gold, for it is a cardinal 
principle with the silver men that whenever 
the government wants money it is to receive 
only gold, but whenever it has to pay out 
money it can satisfy its creditors with silver. 
The sting of Mr. Vest’s proposition is in the 
closing section, in which he provides for the 
unlimited coinage of silver, but allows the 
government to retain the seigniorage as its 
profit iv the transaction. The bill in many 
of its details isa fantastic one, but at the 
game time so supremely dangerous that it 
will not even be considered seriously by 
advocates of hard money in the Senate. It 
absolutely wipes out the national bank cir- 
culation and so far from relicving the 
Treasury of the danger of raids on the gold 
reserve, positively increases that danger, and 
to this extent at least, even omitting the absurd 
free coinage proposition, would do “infinitely 
more harm than the Carlisle scheme, which 
at least had the merit of reducing the pos- 
sibility of a drain of gold after it had been in 
operation a number of years. 

Another bill was trotted out in the Senate 
this afternoon, whose father was Senator Me- 
Therson of New Jersey, and this measure rep- 
resents toa large extent the Eastern hard 
money idea among the Democrats, although 
it ig in the nature of a tentative compromise 
with the silver men. It is in effect only a 
provision for a low bond, together with the 
eoinage of the siegnivrage now in the Treas- 
ury. McPherson is also a member of the 


Finance committee, and will urge his measure 


in place of that proposed by Mr. Vest. A 
clear majority of the committee, however, are 
silver men, and Senator Vest undoubtedly 
represents them to a certain extent. 

Able to Report Any Scheme. 

The fact that neither Senators Voorhees, 
Vest, Harris, nor Jones, the four silver Demo- 
crats on the committee, is competent to 
evolve any reasonable financiai echeme will 
not prevent them from urging it on the con- 
sideration of the Senate, and as they control 
the committee by the assistance of Jones 
of Nevada they will be able to report to the 
Senate any measure they see fit. Of course 
the Senate as at present constituted cannot 
by any possibility agree upon any plan in- 
yYolving a change of the present currency 
system or threatening the integrity of the na- 
tional bank notes. There is a large fraction of 
the Republican Senators who will unite with 
the silver Democrats to promote the interest 
of silver at all times, and men like Stewart of 
Nevada, who are monomaniacs on the sub- 
ject of the white metal, will seriously support 
any measure brought to their attention tend. 
ing in their direction, no matter how insane 
its provisions may be. At the same time a 
majority of the Republicans are in favor of 
honest money and that majority also contains 
an unusually large share of the brains, the 
tact, the industry, and the energy of the Sen- 
ate. Men like Senators Allison, Sherman, 
Aldrich, Platt, and Hawley can usually be de- 
pended upon to prevent hasty legislation. 
Among the Democrats, too, most of the 
stronger men are firm supporters of Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his determination not to 
make any surrender which involves the un- 
limited coinage of silver. 

Attitude ofthe Republicans. 

The Republicans on the Finance committee 
in the Senate are not willing to consider seri- 
ously any currency reform scheme at the pres- 
ent time. They have asked the Democrats to 
submit some kind of a proposition to them 
which will benefit he Treasury immediately, 
but so far the only response to their request 
has been the two bills by Vest and McPher- 
son, which represents only the individual 
ideas of those gentlemen at best and which 
do not relieve the Treasury of a single one of 

present necessities. The Republican lead- 
ers in both Senate and House have agr

SYNOPSIS OF VEST’S CURRENCY BILL. 


Scheme of the Missouri Senator to Ald Free 
Silver Colnnge. 

Wasurseron, D. C., Jan. 11.—Senator Vest 
presented a currency bill today, its provisions 
being as follows: 

All the Treasury notes and gold and silver cor - 
tificates shall be destroyed, and an equal amount 
of notes payable in standard gold and silver coin 
shall be issued and paid ont instead of the notes. 
No coin notes of a larger denomination than $500 
or smaller than $10 shall be issued, and the do- 
nominations higher thah $50 shall not exceed 
one-fourth of the total amount of the coin notes 
outstanding at any time. The coin notes are to 
be legat tender for all debts. 

Sec. 2 repeals all laws which authorize the 
owners of gold or silver bullion to deposit and 
‘receive gold or silver certificates, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is directed to receive no 
more coin or bullion in the future. 

Sec. 3 provides that the gold certificates now 
outstanding are to be paid in gold coin and the 
silver certificates in standard silver coin or coin 
notes. If the gold in the Treasury amounts to 
less than $100,000,000, exclusive of that peces- 
sary to redeem gold certificates, they are to be 
redeemed in silver coin: if more than $100,000,- 
000 tne Secretary of the Treasury, in the exer- 
cise of his discretion, may redeem in either gold 
or silver coin. 

Sec. 4 makes it unlawful for any national bank 
to issue bank notes and all acts authorizing all 
such issues are repealed. It is made the duty of 
the Secretary within twelve months to sell the 
United States bonds deposited in the Treasury 
by national banks to secure circulation in the 
case of national banks retiring their circulation 
or going out of business, and after redeeming 
coin notes hereby authorized, the outstanding 
notes or eurrency as provided by the national 
bank act, the surplusis tobe also paid in the 
coin notes to the banks owning the bonds in the 
amounts respectively due them. 

Sec. 5 requires the Secretary of the Treasury to 
have coined as fast as possibie the silver bullion 
held in the Treasury purchased under the Sher- 
man act of 1890, including the gain or seignior- 
age, and this coin is to be used in the payment of 
public expenditures and for the redemption of 
the coin notes authorized by this act. 

Sec. 6 provides that when the revenues of the 
government are nut sufficient to meet its current 
expenses the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
issue a sufficient amount of coin notes to cover 
this deficiéncy. and all laws authorizing the fut- 
ure issue of interest-bearing bonds of the United 
States are repealed, except as otherwise pro- 
vided. The section also provides that if the gold 
in the Treasury at the time the act shall take et- 
fect does net amount to $100,000,000 exclusive 
of that held te redeem gold certificates the Secre- 
tary is directed to sell United States bonds at 
not less than par in gold coin, bearing not to ex- 
ceed 3 per cent interest, redeemable after five 
years, but no greater amount of such bonds are 
to be sold than may be necessary to procure for 
— * the full amount of 5100, 000, 000 in 
gold. 

Soc. 7 provides that silver bullion brought to 
any mint of the United States for coinage shall 
be received and coined into standard dollars of 
412% grains; but no deposit of silver bullion of 
less value than $100 shall be received, not shall 
any bullion be received that isso base as to be 
unsuited for the operations of the mint. 

The Director of the Mint is to retain as seign- 
iorage and to cover into the Treasury the differ- 
ence between the New York price and the coined 
price of the bullion, and this is to be paid out by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in the current ex- 
penditures of the government. 


SPRINGER STILL AFFECTS TO HOPE, 


He Yet Sees a Chance for a Cobbled Cur- 
rency Measure. 

Wasnuinetos, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Bill Springer is irrepressible regarding his 
currency scheme, and will have a conference 
at the Treasury Department tomorrow with 
Sécretary Carlisie on the subject. When 
questioned this afternoon as to the purpose he 
had in view Mr. Springer replied: “I want 
to go over the bill now on the House calendar 
with the Secretary of the Treasury with a 
view to removing certain objectionable feat- 
ures. There is no likelihood that a newer or 
different proposition will be framed, for the 
reason that the pending proposition contains 
ali the elements which should go to make up 
an acceptab!e measure. There are, however, 
certain gentlemen who object to features of 
the bill, and these will be gone over with the 
Secretary of the Treasury tomorrow, in the 
hope that they may be made to conform to 
something thatcan go through the House. 
Those who are talking atout relief measures 
being put through the next Congress e hould 
bear in mind that there will be fifteen or 
seventeen Republican Senators favorable to 
the free coinage of silver, and in this num- 
der I do not include Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania. Consequently very little re- 
lief need be anticipated from that quarter 
unless the 16 to.1 ratio of silver shall first be 
guaranteed. Nothing definite has been 
agreed upon by the Banking and Currency 
committee in regard to forcing this matter 
again upon the attention of the House, nor is 
it likely that anything will be done until I have 
had my conference with the Secretary of the 
Treasury. While Mr. Springer is sanguine 
as to the ultimate result of his currency prop- 
osition, Representative Catehings, who is a 
member of the Committee on Rules, does not 
take sucha hopeful view of the situation. 
When he was asked today whether his com- 
mittee was considering the advisability of 
again bringing the matter up he answered: 
„J thought that question had been pretty 
effectualiy settied. All the mourners have 
gone home, the crape has been taken off the 
door, and the corpse seems to have been de- 
cently interred. That sums up my views of 
the matter, and I do not think the members 
of our committee will give themselves much 


more uneasiness on this subject during the re- 


mainder of the Fifty-third Congress.’ 


KNOW NOTHING OF AN EXTRA SESSION. 


Leading Democrats Say the President’s 
Intentions Are Not Known. 
Wasninetos, D. C., Jan. 11.—Emphatic 
denial is made by all the Democratic,mem- 
bers of the House Committee on Rules of re- 
ports which have been in circulation that 
President Cleveland had authorized one of 
them to make it known that an extra session 
of Congress would be calied if currency legis- 
lation was not effected by the present Con- 
gress. Speaker Crisp, the senior member of 
the Rules committee, said: There is no 
truth in the report. The President has not 
given any intimation so far as I know that an 
extra session would be called.“ Mr. Catch- 
ings,another member of the Rules committee, 
said: “The report is untrue, as far as I am 
concerned.”

Condition of the freasury Gives Them 
Serious Concern- Ther Also Hesitate to 
Offend the Brewers by Doubling the

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means 
com mittee are either rattled or frightened as 
a result of the existmg condition of the 
Treasury, and apparently do not know which 
way to turn. No other excuse can be given 
for the action of the majority this forenoon 
in voting down a resolution offered by Lafe 
Pence of Colorado calling for the exact 
amount of the expected deficit, as well as the 
receipts which would accrue in the event of 
the beer tax being doubled. By a strict party 
vote this resolution was tabied, but a resolu- 
tion by Representative Money of Mississippi 
doubling the existing tax on beer was referred 
to the Subcommittee on Revenue Taxes, con- 
sisting of Hopkins of Illinois, Payne of New 
York, Bynum of Indiana, McMillin of Ten- 
nessee, and Whiting of Michigan. It was 
thought at first that there would be no 
difficulty about a favorable report on 
the bili being submitted by this sub- 
committee, but it appears that the Demo- 
crats want to crawl into their holes 
for fear of offending the brewing interest by 
favoring the adoption of such a proposition. 
When the sugar question came up in the com- 
mittee today it was expected there might be 
some discussion on the subject, but Chairman 
Wilson effectually prevented this by the refer- 
ence of the matter to a Subcommittee on 
Customs, Members of this subcommittee are 
Messrs, Burrows of Michigan, Reed of Maine, 
Chairman Wilson of the Ways and Means 
committee, Breckinridge of Kentucky, and 
Turner of Georgia. It is the expectation that 
this subcommittee will be ready to report the 
next meeting day, which will be Tuesday.

GOOD PROSPECT FOR A HEARING. 


Chicago’s Claims to a Public Building Like- 
ly to Be Considered Next Week. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Jan. 11.—|Special.]— 
There is a good prospect for the consideration 
of Chicago’s claims to a public building, in- 
asmuch as the Committee on Rules has prac- 
tically agreed that two days shall be set apart 
next week for public. building bills. Chair- 
man Bankhead of the Public. Build- 
ings and Grounds committee and 
Speaker Crisp had a conference on the 
subject this morning and as a result the 
Speaker announced that an opportunity 
would be given next week for the claims of 
the various cities needing public buildings to 
be presented in the House. Chicago wilt not 
lose the position it occupied when this subject 
was under consideration before, but its cham- 
pions will be afforded an opportunity of start- 
ing the discussion on the public building 
proposition, and the bill will undoubt- 
edly pass in Committee of the Whole. 
After this is done a vote will be 
required in the House, but the matter will be 
safe there after it has run the gantlet of the 
committee. All the public building interests 
are united for mutual support and success 
and the intimation was quietly conveyed to- 
duy that those who are iaterested in having a 
new Government Printing Office built here 
would join with the Chicago and New York 
representatives in acccomplishing any 
necessary legislation to construct build- 
ings in those cities. Postmaster Hes- 
ing has telegraphed that he will 
be here to tomorrow, and will probably re- 
main throughout next week for the purpose 
of helping along the cause. Mayor Hopkins 
will come to Washington from Springfield, 
and it is the intention if possible to have all 
the Chicagoans mustered here not later than 
Tuesday of next week. Meanwhile, the mem- 
bers of the Chicago delegation will put every- 
thing in ship-shape before their committeemen 
arrive, anda definite plan of action will be 
mapped out so that unnecessary delays and 
work may be avoided.

SHIPPING BILL PASSES THE HOUSE, 


Dingley’s Substitute Meet« with Favor 
Pension far Capt. Bord“ Widow. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 11.—In the House 
today the Senate bill was passed to pay the 
widow of Orsemus P. Boyd, late Captain of 
the Eighth United States Cavalry, commuta- 
tion for rations and accrued back pay earned 
during his volunteer service. 

The bill to repeal the act of Aug. 19, 1889, 
relating to Shipping Commissioners, was then 
considered. Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.) offered 
a substitute for the original bill amending 
instead of repealing the act of 1890 so as to 
place crews shipped for coastwise trade or 
nearby foreign trade (Canada, West Indies, 
and Mexico) practically under the provisions

Alaska. 

The bill to William Johnson, adminis- 
trator of Thomas I, Johnson, deceased, of 
Fayette County, Tenn., $13,000, the amount 
found to be due him by the Court of Claims 
for stores confiscated during the war, was 
called up. leadi to a long debate on the 
justice of the thern war claims, which 
finally drifted into a discussion of the num- 
ber of loyal persons in the South during the 
war. Gen. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) attempted 
to show that over 700,000 men (negroes and 
whites) from the Confederate States entered 
the Union army. 

Mr. Bingham (Rep., Pa.) in calling Mr. 
Wheeler’s attention to what he styled the ab- 
surdity of this statement said the best esti- 
mate of available arms bearing men in 
South was 1,064,000, and that the actual 
number of enlisted men in the Confederate 
army was about 700,000, hence the impossi- 
bility of such enlistment of Southern men in 
the Northern army. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., O.) doubted if there 
were (exclusive of negroes) 5,000 men in the 
Northern army from the States in rebellion. 

On account of opposition manifested Mr, 
Enloe finaliy withdrew the bill. 

At 4o’clock the House took a recess. The

BIMETALLISTS HOLD A CONFERENCE, 


Gen. Warner Says „ New Party Will Be 
Formed on Silver Line. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 11.—-Gen. A.J. 
Warner admitted today thata conference of 
leading bimetallists from different parts of the 
country had been held in this city recently. 
In this connection he said: “It was the de- 
cision of the conference that a strong 
and growing sentiment is manifesting itself 
in favor of uniting tne friends of bimetallism 
in a bimetallic party, and to appeal directly 
to the people on the money issue alone. he 
consideration which seems to be leading to 
this result is the widespread conviction that 
there is no hope of restor:ng the bimetallic 
standard through the Republican party, nor 
through the Democratic party as that party is 
now coatrolled. And, on the other hand, that 
it is equally impossible to accomplish this re- 
suit within the lines of the Populist party, or 
to unite on the Omaha platform those in fa- 
vor of restoring the bimetallic standard as it 
was before 1873 and on government control 
of the money.”’ 


HITT FAVORS THE HAWAIIAN CABLE, 


He Wants It Controlled Entirely by the 
United States Government. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 11.—The recom- 
mendation made by President Cleveland that 
the United States give its consent to the con- 
struction of a cable to Hawaii by Great Brit- 
ain does not find favor among the Repubiic- 
ans of the House. Representative Hitt said 
today that he fully agreed with 
the President that the Hawaiian Islands 
should have the benefits of telegraphic com- 
munication with the world at large, but he 
was opposed to putting their cable facilities 
under the control of any government but the 
United States. In the Fifty-first Congress 
Mr. Hitt offered an amendment to the dipl 
matic and consular appropriation bill provid- 
ing for a survey’ of a feasibie route fora 
cable between Hawaii and San Fran- 
cisco and for the preliminary steps 
toward the organization of a company. 
On the grounds of economy the proposition 
was defeated by a small majority, the attend- 
ance being limited. Mr. Hitt is still in favor 
or a subsidy for a Hawaiian cable. The 

nited States, he says; controls most of 
the commerce with the islands, and should con- 
trol any cable company that is to be under 
government domination.“ Had there been 
cable communication with the United States 
the complications in Hawaii of the last two 
years would have been greatly simplified and 
partly averted, Mr. Hitt says. He declares it 
to be adoubtful form of economy to expend 
$25,000,000 annually for the maintenance 
of a navy and negiect comparatively small 
expenditures for the control of vessels, by 
which they could be effectively handled and 
kept under working orders by the home gov- 
ernment. 


REPORTS ON THE ANTI-TOXINE REMEDY, 


Consul at Frankfort, Germany, Tells of Its 
Manufacture. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—Frank Ma- 
ron, United States Consul at Frankfort, Ger- 
many, has submitted to the Department of 
State a report on anti-toxine. He gives a de- 
tailed description of every step in 
the process of production of the remedy, 
prefaced by a historical sketch 
of its discovery and development. The fac. 
tory at Frankfort is referred to. Sheep and 
goats at first employed to produce the serum 
were discarded because their tissues were af- 
fected by the foods they consumed and re- 
course was had to horses, The establishment 
now utilizes the blood of seventy-six horses 
and hasatrained corps of more thag fifty 
men employed, producing about 2,000 doses 
per day, and by the end of this month it will 
supply the demand, It is requisite that the 
horses be young, vigorous, and physically 
perfect, and no racing stud was ever better 
housed, exercised, fed, and cared for. The 
anti-toxine improves with age, at least during 
the first two morths, and the German physi- 
cians no longer use it fresh, when it is apt to 
cause a skin eruption. An early applica- 
tion, however, is of the utmost im- 
portance, In seventy-two cases of children 
treated within two days of the 
first appearance of diphtheria but two cases 
were fatal, and the death rate in such cases is 
placed at 4 per cent. In Germany, where the 
fatal cases used to average 60 per cent and 
not less than 50,000 lives were dnnually sac- 
rificed to the diphtheria scourge, the mortal. 
ity has been reduced to less than one-fourth 
and it will be still further reduced when the 
country physicians use it freely. A serious 
epidemic of diphtheria at Trieste bas been 
practically mastered by anti-toxine. 


DECLARES OLEOMARGARINE A FRAUD, 


National Dairy Union Denounces the Man- 
ufactured Butter. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—At today’s 
meeting of the National Dairy Union short 
addresses were made by Representatives 
Hatch of Missouri and Grout of Vermont, 
Assistant Secretary Dabney of the Agricult- 
ural Department, ex-Gov. Hoard of Wiscon- 
sin, and others. It was declared that, 
as a manufactured imitation of but. 
ter, oleomargarine was a fraud upon 
the people, and it severely inter- 
fered with the European markets for the 
genuine article, because many European 
dealers having been repeatedly imposed upon 
had declined to handie either the genuine or 
the spurious, as ali American butter had been 
thrown under suspicion. This, it was as- 
serted, was equally true of filled cheese, 
which had helped to destroy European mar- 
kets even for the best full cream cheese. A 
resolution was adopted petitioning Congress 
to place filled cheese under the internal 
revenue laws, to tax it two vents per pound, 
and to require that dealers in filled cheese be 
licensed the same as the dealers in oleomar- 
garine, 


EXPENDITURES EXCEED THE RECEIPTS. 


Deficiency for Fiscal Year Over Thirty- 
Three Million Dollars. 


Wasuinarow, D. C., Jan. 11.—A Treasury 
statement issued today shows the expenditures 
so far this month exceed receipts by 56.213. 
743, which makes the deficiency for the 
fiscal year up to date $33,778,204. 
Of the total receipts so far this moath, 
$7,297,244 was from customs, $3,017,947 
from internal revenue, and $569,111 from 
miscellaneous sources. The total. receipts 
from June 30 are $170,.273,760, and the dis- 
bursements $04,051,968. 

A bulletin issued by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics shows reports for the month of December 
as follows: Mineral oils, $3,913,408, increase 
over the same period last year $790,665; 
cotton, $34,596,756, increase about $4.- 
600,000; breadstuffs, $9,476.9047. as 
against 511.290.660 for December, 1893; 
provisions, $13,526,859, as against $13,- 
282,822 for Decemver, 1893. 

Advices to the Treasury Department from 
the Subtreasury at New York report the with- 
drawal of $2,300,000 in gold for export.

be paid on incomes unless the law 
is declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Sen- 
ator Hill’s efforts are now being directed to 
securing the passage of an amendment by 
which it is hoped the income tax law may be 
tested speedily. Under the statutes as nuw 
existing no revenue law can be attacked in 
the courts by injunction. Senator Hill and 
those who are fighting the income tax 
are endeavoring to obviate this, for other- 
wise they will be unable to t ake the first steps 
toward testing the law until after the payment 
of the tax has been enforced by the revenue 
officers. The amendment they seek to have 
passed is intended only to allow them to sue 
out an injunction for the purpose of testing 
the law.

HILL’S ATTACK ON THE INCOME TAX. 


He Dwells Particularly on the Oaconstitu- 
tionality of the Act, 

Wasuainetron, D. C., Jan. 11.—When the 
Senate took up the urgent deficiency bill to- 
day Mr. Hill (Dem., N. I.) spoke in behalf 
of his amendment to the time to allow an op- 
portunity to test its constitutionality.

Mr. Sherman (Rep., O.) said he had listened 
with pleasure to Mr. Hill’s speech and agreed 
with him in the main, that the income tax was 
inquisitorial and unjust and that it perhaps 
ought to be repealed. He did not agree with 
Mr. Hill, however, in supposing the amend- 
ment offered by him was requisite in order to

It may be said without fear of seri- 
ous question that the people of Illinois share 
that same tired feeling and are only waiting 
with such patience as they can muster the 
the time when he will go to join Waite and 
Pennoyer. 


WORKING FOR GOOD ELECTION OF- 
FICERS. 

Between now and the first of next month 
the Election Commissioners have to choose 
election judges and. clerks to serve at the 
Mayoralty and town elections to be held early 
in April. The law has thisto say about the 
qualifications of those persons: 


1. They must be electors. 
2. Judges. must be householders, but clerks 


need not be. 
3. They must be citizens of the United States. 
4. They must be qualified to vote at the com- 
ing election in the ward in which they act. 
5. They must be of good character and reputa- 


tion. 
6. They must speak, read, and write the Ea- 


glish language. 

7. They must he well grounded in the four fun- 
damental rules of arithmetic. 

8. They must be capable and of good under 


standing. 
9. They must reside in the precinct in which 


they act. 

10. They must hold no “office nor emolument 
under the United States, the State of Illinois, the 
County of Cook, nor the City of Chicago, but 
they may be notaries public. 

11. They must not be candidates for any office 
at the coming election. 

Any person who fills this bill will make a 
very fair election officer, but of late years 
Election Commissioners have paid little or no 
attention to the fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
eighth requirements of the law, and as a con- 
sequence many of the judges and clerks have 
been worthless, The law directs that every 
one of these officers shall appear before the 
Commissioners and be examined to find out 
whether he has the necessary qualifications 
There bave been no examinations. The Good 
Government ciubs of New York City had 
watchers at the polls at the last election who 
reported that nearly two-thirds of the elec: 
tion officers were inefficient and ‘ought not to 
be paid. There has been about the same per- 
centage of inefficiency or worse here. 

The Civic Federation has decided to do what 
it can to secure the choice of good judges and 
clerks and has been assured of the codpera- 
tion of the Electaon Board. The members of 
the federation in each precinct have been re- 
quested to search for competent men and to 
hand in their names. There may be some 
precincts, as in the Twenty-ninth Ward, for 
instance, in which the federation has no rep- 
resentatives, but even in those it will not be 
impossible for the Commisioners to find hon- 
ester and more faithful men than most of 
those who have served in the past. 

The law provides that after the Election 
Commissioners have made out their list it 
shall be filed in the County Court, the names 
printed in some paper, ahd all who may have 
objections to the confirmation of any one in- 
vited to appear before the court and state why 
that person should not be confirmed. This 
provision has been of no value. Last year 
the list was not printed uatil the morning of 
the day set for confirming the nominees. This 
year if the Civic Federation does what it says 
it is going to and the Election Commissioners 
do their duty there will be little necessity for 
asking whether there are any objections. 

It is of the utmost importance that good 
officers be chosen this year. If honest, com- 
petent men are selected there will be an hon- 
est registration and a fair election. There will 
be none of those frauds which changed the 
result when the special Mayoralty election was 
held. There is to be a lively contest in April. 
There will be an effort to beat some of those 
corrupt Aldermen who have disgraced the 
Council so long. With a fair vote it may be 
done, With unlimited registration frauds it 
may be impossible. For once let there be 
competent judges and a decent election. Es- 
tablish a precedent, so that there may be a 
hope that the judges and clerks to be chosen 
next February, who will serve at the next 
Presidential election, will be trustworthy 
men. 


CURIOUS DEMOCRATIC SILENCE. 

In nearly all the large cities of the United 
States there were meetings of Democrats held 
on the night of the 8th of January for the 
purpose of commemorating Andrew Jackson 
and incidentally of discussing the recent elec.

Waite of Colorado is traveling 
around the country with a couple of griev- 
ances about which he complains and one 
which he tries to keep quiet. The latter is 
the fact that the people of his State have re- 
pudiated him. The other two are the im- 
prisonment of Debs and his associates and the 

decline in silver. He pretends not to under- 
stand that the General "Government hasa 
right to protect its own property and en- 
force its own laws unless requested to do 
so by a State executive; that there is 
such an offense as contempt of court; or that 
the people of this and other countries have 
any right to assume that silver is worth far 
less per ounce than it was a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago. He is unloading his real or pro- 
ſessed ignorance on lecture-goers at 60 much 
per oration. 

According to Waite's own talk on the sub- 
ject he has no regard ſor the rights of the peo- 
ple whose business was hindered and property 
destroyed by a lot of rioters to whom the sul- 
oe had given no cause of offense. In say- 

„J sympathize with Debs and his follow- 
3 he must be understood as meaning that 
he sympathized with them in their acts which 
caused an aggregate loss of 26 million dol- 
lars to patrons of the railroads who had no 
more to do with the quarrel than have the 
same number of blacks in Africa, except as 
they were dragged into suffering the conse- 
quences. He sympathized with them io the 
diabolically reckless conduct of a struggle in 
which the working classes suffered a total loss 
of 47 millions, while the railroads were in- 
jured to an extent of little more than one- 
sixth of that amount. He holds that the Pres- 
ident of the United States ought to have stood 
idly by, receiving day after day intelligence 
that the carrying of the mails and commerce 
between different States was stopped by riot- 
ers. houtded on by telegrams from Debs, and 
that he should not have lifted a finger to pro- 
tect the people or their property till asked to 
do so by a man who has confessed himself to 
have been in sympathy with the rioters. 

Waite claims that the depreciation in the 
value of silver has closed down the silver 
mines,” but admits that the output of gold in 
Colorado for last year amounted to 12 million 
dollars and that already the new industry 
is giving promise of rivaling the most profit. 
able days of silver mining.“ Then he really 
has not much reason to complain, according 
to his own sho-ving. In reality he has none. 
The silver. miners of Colorado stand on ex- 
actly the same plane as do the producers of 
wheat, corn, cotton, hogs, and cattle in other 
States. They have the right to obtain the 
pest market they can find for their product 
and to diminish the production if they find 
themselves turning out more than is wanted 
at prices which content them. But they have 
no more right than have the producers of 
grain and cotton and live stock to force their 
wares upon people who do not want them on 
the terms demanded by the sellers. And 
those silver miners have stood in their 
own light. They never have been able to 
sell their silver at more than its cur- 
rent market value, and would not be able to 
obtain more than that under the free coinage 
which they have asked for, because with free 
coinage the purchasing value of the silver 
coins at once would sink to their bullion value, 
no matter how low that might be. But if the 
silver men had been content years ago to let 
the quantity of silver they sold for a dollar be 
rated as worth only a dollar for purposes of 
coinage or deposit ugainst silver certificates 
they might have found a market for twice as 
much of their product and possibly at better 
prices, since the market would not then have 
been weighed down by apprehensions of dis- 
aster to come through an unwholesome tink- 
ering with the currency. So in holding out 
for the impossible the silver men have been 
their owa worst enemies. 

Waite tries to explain the defeat of last No- 
vember by saying “the leading Democrats 
and the leading Republicans were for exactly 
the same thing.“ but carefully omits to say 
that thing included “honest money. The 
people rightly are beginning to understand 
that *‘ red-hot speeches for silver.“ meaning 
for silver to be rated at more than twice its 
actual value, are all gammon.” If he would 
come round to see that for himself he would 
give some signs of becoming sensible in his 
old age. As it is, his orations in favor of Pop- 
ulism, which wants the worst kind of money 
it can get, and would not be satisfied with 
free silver but insist on its utter displacement 
by fiat paper, simply prove that he has not 
456 cut his wisdom teeth, and incite grave 

oubts that he ever will do so. 


RAISING TOO MUCH COTTON. 

With cotton lower than ever before and 
seemingly doomed to be lower still, the Cot- 
ton Growers’ convention, in session at Jack. 
son, Miss., has made a last appeal to the 
planters to limit their acreage. A decrease 
of 25 percent is recommended, while ‘it is 
stated that one of 50 per cent would be much 
better. Is is recommended that the land thus 
relieved of cotton be employed in growing 
corn, clover, sorghum, patatoes, ete., which 
will enable the South to feed more stock, 
make more meat, and feed itself. 

The convention also invited the coòpera- 
tion of all merchants, bankers, and loan com. 
panies in influencing the cotton growers in 
the adoption of these recommendations.“ It 
is necessary to secure the codperation of 
these individuals, as well as to overcome the 
great conservatism of the farmer, which im. 
pels him to keep on domg what he has been 
doing, even though he may be unable to deny 
that a change of crops would be for his in- 
terest. 

It was the general habit in the cotton 
States before the war and it has been the 
habit since then for the planter to borrow from 
some broker or city or country merchant the 
money with which to pay this year’s debts, 
giving as security a lien on next year’s crop. 
The planters area year behindhand, and as 
usual they cannot catch up. The steady fall 
in the price of cotton has borne very bard on 
them and has plunged them deeper and deeper 
into debt. For all goods they buy from the 
merchant who is their creditor they pay twice 
or thrice as muchas they would were they 
able to pay cash. The wish to shake off this 
burden of indebtedness by paying about half 
of it is chiefly responsible for the longing of 
the South for the free coinage of silver. That 
che planters would be able to pay their debts 
in this way once only does not occur to them, 
or if it doss, does not trouble them. They 
are concerned only about the present. 

Hitherto the merchants and the brokers 
have been averse to a change of crops. They 
have preferred that their debtors should con- 
tinue growing a product with the cultivation 
of which the planters were familiar, and to 
the hanaling of which the merchants wers 
| accustomed, Cotton is a staple and they 
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‘fnow how to deal with it. They have been 
uncertain what the result might be if their 
debtors began experimenting with miscella- 
If, they alter their attitude and favor a lim- 
itation of acreage for cotton it is possibie 
that a change which ig in many respects most 
desirable will be made, The South has put 
too many of its eggs in one basket for too 
long a time. Instead of sticking to cotton 
and free trade it should have gone in for 
diversified industries, diversified agriculture 
ineluded, and for protection. But if the mer- 
chants of the South and the other money- 
lenders throw their influence against cutting 
down the cotton acreage the recommenda- 
tions of the convention may not amount to 
much, 


CABLE COMMUNICATION WITH HAWAII, 

The recommendation made by the Presi- 
dent that the United States shall waive the 
treaty provisions and give its consent to the 
construction by Great Britain of a cable to 
Hawaii does not find favor with the House 
Republicans and it should not. The sym- 
pathy which Mr. Cleveland displayed for the 
Royalist cause in his recent statement, made 
in defiance of all precedents to the public in- 
stead of to Congress, the sudden withdrawal 
of the only American war vessel at Hawaii 
and the failure to send another in its place, 
and now his esger desire to give England the 
advantage of cable communication with the 
islands, taken together have a suspicious 
look, to say the least, of going out of his way 
to please Great Britain, whose representative 
on the islands is quite as ardent a sympathizer 
with the ex-Queen as the President himself. 
Mr. Hitt, the Republican leader of the House 
in foreign affairs, takes the correct ground 
when he says that the Hawaiian Islands 
should have the benefit of telegraphic com- 
munication with the world at large, but that 
eable facilities should not be under the control 
ofany government except that of the United 
States. Mr. Hitt says: 

The United States cebntrols most of the com- 
merce with the islands and should control any 
cable company that is to be under government 
domination. With a British cable this govern- 
ment would be under great disadvantages in case 
of war or grave international! difficulties. Doubt- 
less Americans would be free to use the cable for 
commercial purposes, but it is doubtful whether 
we would be permitted to send messages in 
cipher, and no treaty arrangements would be 
practicable by which this government would 


ha vo the privileges of communication for naval 
purposes in time of war or other troubles. 


The value and importance of cable com- 
munications with Hawaii are illustrated not 
alone by our commercial and ‘business rela- 
tions with the islands which are now so close, 
but by the political emergencies which have 
already occurred and which may occur again 
atany time. Had there been communica- 
tion at the time of the deposing of the Queen 
and the organization of the provisional gov- 
ernment it would not have been possible for 
the administration conspiratora with Queen 
Liliuokalani to conceal what was transpiring 
from Congress and to engage in complicity 
with the Minister and paramount Commis- 
sioner in the plot to restore her to the throne. 
It would not have been possible to conceal 
dispatches and not make them public until 
after the conspirators had been thwarted. 
Mr. Hitt declares it to be a doubtful form of 
economy to expend $25,000,000 annually 
for the maintenance of a navy and neglect 
comparatively small expenditures fcr the con- 
trol of vessels, by which they could be ef.- 
fectively handled and kept under working or- 
ders by the home government, There is no 
need to reduce the naval expenditures. The 
navy can be maintained and the control of it 
kept up also. If the cable can be made to 
pay there is no reason why it should not be- 
long tothe United States. If it cannot be 
made to pay there is no reason why Great 
Britain should desire it or why we should dis- 
turb our treaty relations with Hawaii to 
gratify that government. The ultimate des- 
tiny of Hawaii is annexation to the United 
States. Our communications with it must be 
American also,

THE LACHRYMOSE GOVERNOR OF ILLI- 
NOIS. 

Gov. Altgeld says in his message: 

Combinations by capital against the public and 
against labor have succeeded, no matter by what 
means, and the men who accomplished it are 
now patriots, while combinations among labor- 
ers for self-protection have failed and the men 
who advocate it are enemies of society. If these 
conditions are to continue the fate of the Ameri- 
can laborer is sealed. 

As these conditions do not exist, there is no 
dangér of the American laborers and their 
children “soon being reduced to abject pov- 
erty and hopeless slayery,’’ worse than that 
of the African slave. 

The combinations of capital are generally 
against the public. Sometimes they succeed 
and sometimes they fail, Often they prosper 
for a short time and then go to smash, 
usually because of natural causes, Those 
who are at the head of successful combina- 
tions are not hailed as patriots, but are the 
objects of popular dislike and odium, for 
the people believe those men are picking their 
pockets, 

Some combinations among laborers have 
failed. Generally it was because instead of 
trying to protect themselves they made war 
on somebody else. Altgeld has in mind Debs’ 
com binktion. Whatever its professed objects 
may have been, its acts were lawless. There- 
fore very properly it failed. Other combina- 
tions among laborers live and prosper and are 
effective because they have learned from ex- 
perience or otherwise that it does not pay to 
overstep the law. 

Durimg the last fifty years the power of the 
combinations of labor has increased far more 
than that of combinations of capital. Those 
combinations have fought their way along till 
they have attained a power and influence 
which is fully equal to the reasonable expecta- 
tions of those who founded them. 

Debs and Howard are in jall living off roast 
beef or roast veai—the accounts disagree on 
that point. That does not justify Altgeld’s 
assumption that the country is ruled by vom 
binations of capital and that the labor combi- 
nations, prostrate and crushed, have lost all 
vitality, nor is it a valid reason why he should 
foam at the mouth and lament over what he 
calls the“ Russianizing of the United States. 
American institutions would have been en- 
dangered if the Debs combination had won. 
Its defeat is an | evidence of their strength,

Nor long a ago one ne of the Circuit “Judges of 
this State suggested that the practice in crim- 
inal cases be changed so that indictments be 
not quashed for trivial and technical errors, 
The propriety of carrying out his recommen- 
dation was illustrated this week. A notorious 
shoplifter had been indicted under the habitu- 
al criminais act. The indictment against 
her sets forth the indictments under which 
she has been previously convicted. Her at- 
torney alleges there were flaws in those in- 
dictménts and as they are incorporated in the 
present one itis void. One of these flaws is 
that while she was charged with “ petty” 
larg@ny she was convicted of petit 
larceny. Another is that one of the numerous 
aliases set forth in the indictment was omitted 
in the entry of judgment. These are the 
impudent pretexts put forward for the quash. 
ing of the present indictment. The fact that 
a man has the cheek to go into court and make 
such a demand shows the wretched condition 
of the law. It is no wonder the Criminal 


Court is behind with its business when the 


time of its Judges ig taken up with arguments 
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in this State needs to be overhauled and 
treated toa large dose of intelligence and 
common sense, The Committee on Statutory 
Revision should be coytinued and should be 
given special instructions to reform thi 
branch of the law.

Tun St. Léuis Globe-Democrat, taking Tun 
Cuicaco Trisune’s annual statistics in the 
criminal department for its text, showing 
that while there were 9,800 homicides in 
1894 there were but 132 legal executions, 
preaches a sermon on the fact that hang- 
ing for murder is practically played out in 
this country. In the course of its sermon it 
quotes a sample case of the way in which the 
laws are made to favor criminals and discredit 
the agencies of justice, It says: 

Over a year ago Theodore Lambert entered the 
house of William C. Kaiser for the purpose of 
robbery, and when Kaiser, aroused from sleep, 
got out of bed to defend his home, Lambert shot 
him dead. The murderer was duly tried, con- 
victed, and sentenced to be hanged on Dec. 13, 
1894. Then the Governor of New Jersey, at the 
earnest solicitation of thé condemned man’s 
friends, granted a reprieve. and the time of the 
execution was postponed to Jan, 8, 1895. Ata 
later date—that is to say, after the 18th of De- 
cember—Lambert’s counsel raised the point that 
the reprieve operated as a complete release—that 
as he was sentenced to be hanged on a cértain 
day in December he must be considered dead in 
the eyes of the law since that time and therefore 
not subject to any penalty. On this technicality 
Lambert has been released by order of a Federal 
Judge, and there is little or no probability that 
he will ever be punished 

The Globe-Democrat closes its sermon with 
the despairing conclusion that inasmuch as 
the death penalty cannot be enforced in the 
great majority of cases it would be better to 
substitute life imprisonment and take away 
the pardoning power in cases of murder. 
Would it not be better so to reform the oper- 
ations of law, the methods of justice, and the 
procedure of juries that the penalties of law 
ean be enforced than to take a step which is 
tantamount to a confession of the impotence 
of justice and of the helplessness of courts? 
If the law cannot be vindicated what is the 
use of having it? The remedy needed in this 
case is a heroic one. It should at least be 
tried. If it fails, then it will be time to talk 
about temporizing with crime. 


Previous to 1860 the world’s production 
of silver had been nearly steady in quantity 
for many years. For 1860 it was nearly 32 
million ounces. It exceeded 41 million 
ounces for 1870. For 1875 the total was 
more than 64 millions, for 1880 nearly 75 
millions, and from that point it rose rapidly 
to 126 millions in 1890, and 161 million 
ounces in 1893. The fact of a nearly steady 
production up to 1860 and for a few years 
thereafter encouraged the formation of the 
Latin Union, but then the supply increased 
so rapidly that the union soon found it im- 
possible to control the supply, and within ten 
years of the time when the compact was made 
it was deemed necessary to suspend new coin - 
ages of the white metal. The supply of silver 
has increased since then so fast as to discour 
age the nations of Europe from undertaking 
to deal with it in concert. In the language 
of the New York Journal of Commerce they 
were convinced “ that the new supply of the 
metal was too large and too unstable to be 
controllable by any conventional arrange- 
ment, and that therefore silver could no 
longer be available for the purposes of inter- 


national money, while within limitations its 


use might be still continued for internal uses, 
provided it were backed by adequate stocks 
of gold.” It may heip to an understanding of 
the situation to state that since 1860 the 
world’s annual production of silver has in- 
creased 385 per cent, while that of gold has 
increased 30 per cent, being 119 millions in 
1860 and 155 milliods in 1893. 


Tus Republican Senators have stated that 
they will not throw any obstacles in the way 


of the passage ofa bill to increase the beer 


tax. That being the case and the Democrats 
having a great majority in the House it is odd 
that their leaders do not take immediate 
action. They know that the revenue is in- 
sufficient and that that insufficiency is the 
chief cause of the outflow of gold, but they 
are moving with great slowness. There is a 
bill before the Committee on Ways and 
Means to increase the tax, but yesterday the 
committee instead of reporting it back and 
asking for its passage referred it to a sub- 
committee. It seems as if the intention was 
to give the brewers a chance to reach W 
ington and use arguments before the commit- 
tee against its passage. The brewers were 
able to prevent any change in the tax last 
year and they thought the matter was settled, 
But the expressions from all quarters in favor 
of the doubling of the tax have scared them 
and they are heading for the capital, ostensi- 
bly to protect the consumers, really to pro- 
tect their excessive profits. It remains to be 
seen how much influence they will have with 
the Ways and Means committee and the 
House, and whether their interests will be 
considered instead of those of the govern- 
ment. 


Iw the forty-ninth annual report of the Har- 
vard College astronomical observatory Prof, 
Pickering, the director, answers certain 
charges which were made a few months ago in 
regard to alleged erroneous photometric meas- 
urements of stars at the observatory. Errors 
were discovered in the cases of 15 out of 86 
variable stars, and upon this fact was based 
the inference that simiilar errors affected the 
entire catalogue of 20,000 stars contained in 
the same volume, An exhaustive comparison 
with the results obtained ,at other observa- 
tories, notably those of Potsdam and Oxford, 
shows there is no ground for this assumption. 
The report states that investigation is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily for the detection of 
stars having large parailaxes or proper mo- 
tions.

Retires Because He Wants To. 


Ine of the old-timers in the Senate is 
Richard Coke, who has represented the Lons 
Star State in that body for thie last eighteen 
years, He leaves the Senate because he 
wants to, having become tired out after three 
full terms, and if the truth were known it is 
probable that he is just a little disgusted with 
his company, for Senator Coke has the repu- 
tation of being a straight-forward old fellow 
who can stand but little nonsense and 
hus no patience with petty partisan 
intrigues or compromises wherein principle 
is sacrificed to politics. Senator Coke is a 
marked man in the chamber as the result of 
his flowing white beard and his shiny bald 
head. He is a native of Virginia, but has 
lived in Waco, Tex., for neariy forty-five 
years. He wasin the Confederate army, of 
course, and in 1866 was a member of the Su- 
preme Court of the State, from which he was 
summarily bounced by Gen. Phil Sheridan 
on the ground that he was an impedi- 
ment to reconstruction. He had his re- 
venge, however, in 1873 When he was elected 
Governor by a majority of 50,000 votes, 
being reélected in 1876 by twice that ma- 
jority, resigning the office to succeed Senator 
Hamiiton, a Repubiican relic of the carpet- 
bagger days in the Southwest. Senator Coke 
has never of late years spread himself in the 
Senate, but has made many warm friendships 
owing to his evident integrity and honesty of 
purpose, He has several times kicked over 
the traces of the party and deciined to be 
bound by the caucus or any other obligation 
when it has led him to break down his esta b- 
lished tradations of public policy. 

The Senator from Little Rhody, Nathan F. 
Dixon, was elected to the chair made vacant 
by the resignation of Jonathan Chace in 
1889. He was another striking example 
ot the way in which men in polities follow 
their leader, having bees elected to the 
Porty-eighth Congress to fill the vacancy 
when Chace was promoted to the Senate 
and then going into the iatter body in 
the same manner. Senator Dixon has been a 
quiet member of the Uppee House of Con- 
gress, but is and has been et 1 among his 
associates. The Rhode Island Legislature 
has aiready elected his successor, G. P. Wet- 
more, who takes his seat in the Fifty-fourth 
Congress. 

Te Make Room for Gear. 


Senator James F. Wiison of Iowa will be 
succeeded by Represenative John H. Gear, 
whose long service in Lower House has 
made him a familiar figure about the Capitol. 
Senator Wilson’s health has been such that 
he has not been in the Senate for a long time, 
and those who are acquainted only with 
the present body hardiy know him at 
all, yet he has been a resident of lowa 
for over forty years and came to Congress as 
a mem ber of the Lower House in 1861, serv- 
ing all through the war.

WORK OF MYERS BALLOT MACHINE. 


Interesting Description of Its Operations= 
Remarkably Rupid Counting of Votes, 
Chicago Staats-Zeitung, Jan. 7: Students 
of political science, as well as pcliticians, 
have for years been studying the question of 
honest elections. It took many years to ir- 
troduce the Australian system, for there was 
a feelmg among the American people that 
anything that would hinder the abso- 
lutely free exercise of the right of 
franchise was un-American; and hence 
when the agitation for the Australian 
ballot began there was much opposition. 
The friends of honest elections persisted, until 
8 the Australian ballot is practically in 
use throughout the country, It has its faults. 
Unscrupuious and designing politicians have 
discovered means by which the benefits sup- 
posed to have been derived from the Austral- 
jan ballot are annulled, and in many cases the 
Australian system has proven the very best 
means ot thwarting the will cf the peop.e, 
Mep cannot be made honest by legislation. 
So long as election officials can be corrupted, 
so long the Australian ballot is not a success. 
A thinking machine, as it were, has been 
invented, called the Myers ballot machine, 
which seems to have soivec the problem of 
not only absolutely honest elections, but also 
done away with the very cumbersome system 
ol counting the ballots ata time when men 
are tired and anxious to get away, and, con- 
sequently, very liable to make mistakes. 
t is estimated in this city that each elec. 
tion costs about $75,000 and that the expense 
of the clerical force in the Election Commis- 
sioners’ offices is about $50,000 per annum, 
thus imposing upon the citizens of Chicago an 
annual expense of about $200,000 for elec- 
tion purposes. The number of pollmg places 
in this city, 800 (they ought, however, to 
be 1,000), can be reduced exactly one-half 
under this system. The Myers machine costs 
$480, or $240,000 for this city. By the use 
of the Myers machine the election expenses 
could be reduced one-third, or a saving of 
about $50,000 each election, or $100,000 
rannum. Thus, the machines would pay 
or themselves in two years and a half, and 
after that time the saving to the city in com- 
rison with the present method would be 
100,000, 
This is the financial side of it. The Myers 
ballet machine consists of a sheet-steel cabi- 
net, five feet square and seven feet high. It 
1s lighted inside by gas. On the wall is a 
poster containing the names of candidates in 
upright columns, with the political party 
name at the top. After the voter finds his 
party column or candidates’ names, he fails 
into line, and, if qualified, the board passes 
the voter within the railingand the inspector 
at the door admits him alone into the ballot 
machine as soon as the last voter is entirely 
out. The voter then secretly pushes in the 
particular set of knobs for his chosen candi- 
dates and then comes out. The knobs re- 
turn automatically to their original position 
after he departs and is locked out, and before 
another voter can enter. The ballots are not 
handied by any voter nor by any member of 
the election board at any time. 
The ballot machine has six party columns 
for thirty-five knobs in each column, or a 
total of 210 knobs. The Presidential elect- 
ors, for instance, are all voted for by use of 
one knob. Where there are, for instance, fif- 
teen candidates and one has the right to vote 
for five, on the minority plan, after voting 
for any five candidates the remaining ten can- 
didate knobs automatically lock against the 
voter, as only five are to be elected. In ail 
cases where only one candidate is to be elect- 
ed, voting for one locks the others. The 
voter has in all cases freedom of choice to 
cast only one vote each foras many candi- 
dates asareto be elected. Each political 
party has a standard color, yellow, red, green, 
blue, ete. The party ballots and the knobs 
the partisan is to push are of the same color. 
In order to vote a full straight ticket, the 
uppermost knob is pushed in until it stays in, 
and then every knobin the straight column 
must be pushed likewise. In order to vote an 
independent ticket, it is necessary to push the 
knob opposite the name of the eandidate, 
just as the cross is made before each candi. 
date under the Australian system. Under 
this system there is absolutely no possibility 
of fraud. The machine works automatically 
and immediateiy registers, like a street car 
register, the vote polled, so thatthe minute 
the polls are closed the total vote for each 
candidate is already recorded in the column 
opposite his name, and the judges have sim- 
ply to transfer these tigures to their official 
blank. All this should never take wore than 
thirty minutes. It is theretore safe to say that 
in Chicago the result of an election held in 
500 precincts under this system should be 
known at the office of the Election Commis- 
sionets by 6 o’clock in the evening, for from 
no polling place does it take more than one 
hour and a half to reach the City Hall. 
Experience in New York shows that iu ten 
hours there have been polied 1,858 votes, 
and the exact vote for the ieading candidate at 
that election was announced at the pulling 
place in two minutes after the close of the 
poll. At many places the average has been 
five votes in two minutes, or 150 per hour, 
The intelligent man can votethis system in 
ten seconds, and the illiterate man needs but 
little more time. The voter has only to press 
the button opposite any candidate’s name 
and the machine does the rest. Its chief ad- 
vantages are found in the facility it affords 
for exercising the right of suffrage, the abso- 
lute secrecy with which that act may be per- 
formed, and the impossibility of preventing an 
honest count. As soon as the vote is cast it 
is counted by the machine. There is no go- 
ing back of the returns. There is no delay in 
arriving ata knowledge of the result. There 
is no chance of disputing the count. It is not 
necessary to depend upon the honesty and in- 
fallibility of inspectors and clerks. At an 
election at Lozkport, N. ., the total number 
of candidates was sixty and 900 votes polled 
in a certain precinct, and yet the whole vote 
was officially announced in six minutes after 
the polis had closed. 
The introduction of this machine will cer- 
tainly much simplify matters, especially in 
a great city like Chicago, and would place ab- 
2 beyond temptation all election offi- 
cials. 
In New York State the law now permits the 
use of the Myers ballot machine in all elec- 
tions. Among the many reforms that are ex- 
pected of the approaching Republican Legis- 
lature, may we not also hope that this reform, 
which in our opinion is more important than 
any other, passed— viz.: the authorization 
of the use of the Myers American ballot 
muchine? When this is introduced, and not 
until then, are we certain of absolutely hon- 
est and pure elections.

[It may seem to some persons a lamentabie cir- 
cumstance that a currency, in order to be accept- 
able among civilized peoples, must consist of 
real money ; that is, coins made from the precious 
metals, or promises to pay that kind of money, 
with a satisfactory guarantee that the promise 
will be kept when the issuer of the promise is 
called on to redeem. A mortgage on land is not 
sufficient security for prompt redemption. It 
has been tried time and again, and each time 
with the result. of out-and-out failure. The 
thing broke down of its own weight when the 
holders of the paper money found they could 
not obtain its prompt redemption in specie. 
Gold and silver now are merchantable commodi- 
ties, as much so as wheat, if not exactly 
the same as wheat. The man who sells a lot 
of wheat buys money with it just as truly as the 
other party to the transaction buys the wheat, 
and as a rule he wants “ value received.” If be 
takes money in exchange for his wheat it is be- 
cause he thinks the money is worth as much as 
the wheat, and will buy of other things as much 
as could be obtained in direct exchange for the 
grain if he found a man who wanted the grain in 
exchange for the other things desired by the first 
holder of the grain.

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DUBS’ SIDE WINS OnE. 


PHASE OF A FAMOUS OHUROH ROW 
DECIDED IN OOURT. 


Hard Battle Between the Dubs-Esher Fac- 
tions Comes Forward in What Started 
Oat as a Simple Foreclosure Suit Over 
Some West Side Property=—Judge Payne 
Decided in Favor of the Dubs Man, 
This Being the First Case This Side Has 
Won Since the Trouble Arose. 


One of the hardest fought battles in the 
celebrated series of litigations involving the 
welfare of the Evangelical Church of North 
America was brought to a close yesterday by 
a decision from Judge Payne. The long con- 
tinued battles all over the country between 
the Dubs and Esher factions are recalled. 
This present suit involved the home ehurch 
of Bishop Dubs, and is the only case which 
has been decided in favor of the Dubs faction 
throughout the country. 

The suit, which, on its face, is a simple 
foreclosure suit brought by Maria Hummel to 
recover a loan of $6,000 to the Adams Street 
Church during its progress through the courts, 
has sprouted out into a full blown church 
fight. From April until two weeks ago the 
fight has been continued before a Master 
in Chancery by Attorney Lane Allen, repre- 
senting the Dubs side, and Attorneys Ritchie, 
Esher, and Woolley on the side of the Esher 
devotees. Over 4,000 pages of testimony 
have been taken. The matter, at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing before the Master, was 


brought. before Judge Payne for final dis- 


position, and he decided t after hearing but 
short argument and directly after the case 
had been presented. 

Besides this money, the church money, 
which has been raised since the organization 
of the church two years before, was taken and 
delivered to Haynes, who paid the balance of 
the purchase money himself and bought the 
land from Monroe Heath for 58,000. The 
latter deeded the land to Hattie L. Haynes in 
trust for the Adams Street Society. A few 
days afterthe sale Mrs. Haynes signed a 
declaration that she held the property in trust 
for the society, All of the five subscribers 
to the original amount for purchasing the 
land executed an agreement between them- 
selves that they were the owners of the prop- 
erty in trust for the society. Shortly after 
this Mrs. Haynes deeded the part of the land 
on which the church was built to the church, 
The parsonage portion was reserved for the 
straightening out of financial matters after- 
wards. The lilinois Conference was then ap- 
pealed to for aid, and it eventually responded 
by giving $4, 500 to the society. In the spring 
of 1890 dissension arose throughout the 
church. Bishops Esher and Bowman were 
arrayed against Bishop Dubs and 
church was split in twain. 

In the trial of the cause the foreclosure por- 
tion of it has become a me incident. The 
real fight was between four of the original 
trustees ar a fifth one for the title to the 
church property. This action was first based 
ona een made in 1885 toward the 
purchase of he church property at Adams 
and Robey streets for the society, then known 
as the Seventh Evangelical Church and later 
as the Adams Street Society. The fund when 
started was known as the church fund. The 
subscription list was started at a meeting held 
November, 1885. The five principal men of 
the church made a subscription aggregating 
54.000 towards the purchase of the church 
site, which was beught for $8,500. These 
men were Charles Baltz, Aaron Butts, P. A. 
Nieberdall, and A. C. Knopf, afterwards Esher 
followers, and Thomas L. Haynes, who has 
done all the fighting in the present case for 
the church, who became a Dubs follower. 


Property Held in Trust. 


The Dubs followers were in the majority in 
the society, as they were throughout the 
church, the Adams street church being the 
church home of Bishop Dubs. After the dis- 
sension arose the Esher foliowing sought to 
obtain possession of the church, as it did all 
over the country. It could not obtain it by 
vote. Just then the church was heavily in 
debt, no one came to its assistance, judgment 
creditors stepped in and besieged the fallen 
society. Haynes, Andrew Rehm, and Levi 
Eberhart, friends of the society, purchased 
the property at a Sheriff’s sale. 


Suit Comes Up. 


Then the present foreclosure suit was com- 
menced. At this time Niebergall, a cousin of 
Esher, placed his agreement, which was made 
just after the purchase of the land, on file, 
setting up his individual interest in the prop- 
erty. For nearly a year nothing was done 
with the foreclosure suits, but suddenly At- 
torneys Ritchie and Esher put in a claim that 
their clients were entitled to the title in the 
property as individuals, These individuals were 
Messrs. Baltz, Butts, Niebergall, and Knopf. The 
lilinois conference also claimed an equitable 
lien in the premises and came to the front. 
The complainant in the bitt 
$6,000 on the property. 

The Illinois conference attempted to estab- 
lish its claim and thereby prevent Haynes, 
Rehm, and Eberhart from getting the moneys 
advanced. It wasshown on behalf of Mr. 
Haynes that he had purchased the property 
for the benefit of the Adams street society 
and that alone, aud that he had helped it 
throughout all its tribulations. 

Judge Payne in deciding the case held in 
favor of Haynes. He said the title should be 
vested in him and the other two men who 
pe urchased the property at the Sheriff’s sale. 

his title is, however, subject to the payment 
of the amount of the complainants’ claim un- 
der the foreclosure. 


WHISKY TRUST APPEAL CASE IS UP, 


United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Grants a Postponement. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday morning took up the appeal of the 
whisky trust from the decision of Judge 
Grosscup,a warding $37,000 of rebates to the 
Gottschalk company of Baltimore. The 
issue that is made strikes at the foundation 
of the trust. In order to keep its hold on the 
trade the trust granted to all dealers who 
handle its goods exclusively a rebate of from 
two to five cents a gallon. In order to secure 
the payment of the rebate it was necessary 
for the distributor, wholesale or retail, to fill 
out a form furnished by the trust to which 
the affidavit was made. Gottschalk & Co. 
were distributors for the trust and had acluim 
for over $30,000 of rebates. The firm de. 
clined to fill out the form required by the 
trust and was refused the payments of the 
rebates. Suit for its collection was then be- 
gunand in April last Judge Grosscup ren- 
dered judgment against the trust for $37,- 
112. The trust was not represented before 
the court, Its attorney requested by letter a 
postpanement, and if it would be granted he 
said he would submit his brief without argu- 
ment.

Manual Training in Schools, 

Curcaao, Jan. 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
As the introduction of fads in the public schools 
is the order of the day, the writer begs leave to 
make a few comments upon the present system 
of education and suggest a remedy which may 
operate to the benefit of the youth and poor of 
our country. The present system of education is 
a dismal failure judged from a practical stand- 
point, and for this reason: Young men in quit- 
ting the public school and being thrown upon 
the world to maketheir living find they are not 
qualified to fill a position above that of telegraph 
or office boy at the princely salary of $3 per 
week. The ordinary young man does not relish 
the idea of filling so humble a position. and the 
result often is he does nothing but stand around 
street corners, living on his people if he has any, 
and if not, getting his living as best 
he can. one would go to the

Supscriser: There is nothing in the act of 
the Legislature providing for the Drainage Canal 
that outlines its purposes. Itsimply provides 
for a canal of a fixed depth and width capable of 
carrying a certain volume of water. Cook County 
members of the Legislature wanted the canal for 
drainage and sanitary purposes solely. Members 
from other counties objected to the canal unless 
it should be of sufficient depth to provide navi- 

gation for lake vessels from Lake Michigan to 
the Gulf of Mexico via the Mississippi River. 
Other members considered only the drainage of 
the Desplaines flats. The act was finall passed 
with the intention that the canal should fulfill 
the three conditions named. 


Taxes: Is there any charter or constitu- 
tional limitation in Chicago as to the per cent of 
taxation? Iwas assessed on $100. The State 
Board increased the assessment 43 per cent, mak- 
ing my tax $10.61, or over 7 per cent. Is this 
legal? In the town of West Chicago there are ten 
taxes extended—viz. : 7 — county, town, city. 
library, drainage and four different taxes for 
park purposes. On each tax there is a limitation 
which has not been ex in any case. The 
apparently excessive rate on personal property is 
due to the action of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion which added 43 per cent to the figures made 
by the local assessors in Cook County. For the 
last ten or twelve years the board has been satis- 
fied by adding about 20 per cent.

Relation of Education to Social Life is 


Maker of Verses. 

In the current number of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, under the title The Woman Who 
Most Influenced Me,” Eugene Field gives the 
first of a series of six papers. My Grand- 
mother is the woman to whom Eugene 


Field, left motherless at an early age, at- 


tributes much of his inspiration. Speak mg 
of those happy days with Grandma Field 
among the hills of New England he says, in 
part: : 

We were famous friends, and so very many 
times in these years that have ela since I 
was a boy amid the New England hills I have 
with closed eyes and in moments of solemn, 
sweet revery seen dear grand ma's lovely face 
and heard her gentle voice and felt the caress 
of her loving touch, All that I remember of 
grandma is so pieasant that I love to speak of 
her and of the days when I was one of her two 
little boys. 

When grandma went to meeting she carried 
a lovely, big black velvet bag; it had a bou- 
quet wrought in beads of subdued color upon 
it, and it hung by two somber silk puckering- 
ribbons over grandma’s arm. In the bag 
grandma carried a supply of crackers and 
peppermint lozenges, and upon these she 
would nibble in meeting whenever she felt 
that feeling of goneness in the pit of her 
stomach which I am told old ladies some- 
times suffer with. It was proper enough, 
I was assured, for oid ladies to nib- 
ble at crackers and peppermint los- 
enges in meeting. but that such à pro- 
ceeding would be very wicked for a little boy. 
This seemed hard to understand then, but it 
is clear enough to me now. was one 
thing, however, which I have never been able 
to study out. Grandma used to make à prac- 
tice of getting up out of bed at night and eat- 
ing hard-boiled eggs whenever she felt hun- 
gry. It was impossible to make her believe 
that a biled hard egg could hurt anybody.

And it never did harm grandma; I guess that 
eggs in these degenerate days are no longer 
what they were in the good old times. 

And do you know that’s just how I have felt 
many and many a time, when illness, or may- 
be the heat of summer, made me indifferent 
to viands carefully prepared to tempt my 
appetite? At such times I've thought to my- 
self that ff I only had some of grandmd’s 
cooking how gladly and heartily I would eat! 
And then has come the second, sweetly-sad 
thought that maybe, after all, it was grandma 
herself—the cheer. the restfulness, the heal- 
ing, the solace of that sympathetic, saintly 
presence—that I pined for. 

I could tell you many things which others 
have told me of her—of the hardships and the 
valor of her early life, of her many deeds of 
charity and piety, of her great personal beau- 
ty—for she was the belle of Hadley once— 
and of the really noble public service she per- 
formed as the first lady in that community, 
where she lived for nearly ninety years, but I 
have chosen to speak of her as she was known 
to the little motherless boy who found in her 
arms a sure and sweet refuge. 


COLOR VERSUS INTELLIGENO®:. 


The Chicago Woman's Club- Mrs. Fannie 
Williams’ Affair as an Objeet Lesson. 
Versatile Kate Field remarks pointedly on 

„The Color Line, which is, in Chicago, an 

interesting but unsettled problem. 

There has been a mighty pow-wow in the 
Chicago Woman’s club, she says, as to the 
propriety of admitting a colored woman who, 
according to report, has but one disability, 
that of race. No one questions her marners, 
her morals, or her brains. She seems to be 
the peer of most of her white sisters in all 
these respects, and the superior of many. 
But, and here is the rub. she is a daughter of 
Ham. She belongs to the people we enslaved 
for a century and still persecute by holding 
inferior? no matter what the ability of indi- 
viduals. 

It should be granted that a club has a right 
to accept or reject members at will, A few 
blackballs suffice to bar out the cleverest, 
provided they are personally disliked by this 
small minority. I have in mind a prominent 
and interesting man who is kept out of a 
great club in a great city because certain 
members are prejudiced against him. The 
Chicago Woman's club. however, has no word 
of complaint against Mrs. Williams except 
her color. It is to the intinite credit of this 
club that its ablest members, among whom 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin is conspicuous, are 
anxious to admit Mrs. Williams; hence 
the controversy. Those opposed to her ad- 
mission fear to establish a precedent lest it 
open the door to scores of black women. 
Why hesitate to do right on the bare chance 
of an impossibility? Why conjure up a 
creature of straw to be knocked down by 
sober judgment? Membership to clubs is 
always decided on individual merit. Clubs 
ean always protect themselves from incon- 
genial associates. 

Chicago is so peculiarly progressive and 
her women are so broad-minded that I be- 
lieve this race question will be answered 
womanfully when it has been seriously 
weighed and thoroughly discussed. Because 
men’s clubs draw the color line is the very 
reason why women should set their brothers a 
good example by displaying a mors catholic 
spirit. 

Were Christ to walk om earth he would 
assuredly make no distinction between white 
and black. The cultivation of an interval of 
modesty would vastly become Caucasians. 
God Almighty has not expended all his gifts 
upon one race, however high some of us may 
hoid our heads. The more I kaow of other 
peoples the readier I am to learn froin them 
many lessons they can teach. The Parlia- 
ment of Relig&ans revealed our own limita- 
tions. Surely with that object lessen fresh in 
their minds Chicago women will not iong 
hesitate to welcome one whose color is only 
skin deep. Is not her soul white? 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


„ Doctorein™ Sirah Hackett 
Stevenson Sound? 

A subject which doubtless is of interest to 
the learned ladies at the women’s medical 
colleges in Chicago is under discussion 
in Glasgow, Scotland., where there are certain 
pundits who are stickiers for exactness of ex- 
pression, and it has grievously offended their 
precise and learned ears to hear women 
spoken of as physicians and doctors. For, 
they say, doctor and physician are both mascu- 
line. Long use has firmly established their 
masculinity. Therefore the good men of 
letters in Glasgow, Scotland, are beseeching 
those in authority not to add another anom- 
aly to our already most irregular language. 

The 3 who are distressed by this 
anomaly of language make various sugges- 
tions to remedy it. One writer on the subject 
eagerly advocates “ doctorein as thé proper 
designation for a feminine M. D. Docto- 
rein, says this gentiemun, “sounds all 
right, though it does not look well.“ There 
might be a difference in opinion on even the 
sound of the word. Doctorein’’ Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson is more cumbersone to the 
ear than Doctor Sarah Hackett Stevenson. 
The sare writer s ts doctorine, 
more agonizing still, ** physicienne,”’ N 
he adds, is bound to come into use as the fem- 
inine form of physician. Other suggestions 
are doctorina, and, in the case of married 
medical ladies, doctora. . 

Meantime plain doctor is flourishing 
even in Glasgow.

There are women clerks 
by the score, both on committees and in the 
respective houses, where they stand out be- 
fore the public as reading clerks, keepers of 
the journals, and other fanciful positions that 
pay the holders more salary than can be ob- 
tained at any other form of employment. 
Doorkeepers and pages are found supplied 
from the ranks of the new voters, and the 
veteran legislator feels uncertain about the 
tenure of his vested rights in representing 
Wayback District for any length of time. 


Equal to the Occasion. 


A good deal of curiosity has been aroused 
by the frequent repetition of the names 
of the women who were successful in 
the recent election, and their appearance in 
the real arena of public life was waited with 
some expectancy by all their fair sisters. 
These pioneers of the coming light of the 
twentieth century proved equal to the occa- 
sion, and took their honors with all the ease 
and dignity becoming professionals. When 
they were called totake the oath of office they 
stood to their guns like little men and ap- 
peared more at ease than many of the young 
and tender lawyers whom accident had con- 
ferred on the Legislature. They possessed an 
aplomb that sat well upon their newly-ad- 
justed millinery, and as there were not many 
female eyes to criticise they had no reason to 
lose their composure. The staid old Solons 
tried to disturb the gravity of the occasion by 
designating the women as a committee to es- 
cort the newly-elected Speaker of the House 
to the chair. but they performed the duty 
with alacrity and with an apparent sense of 
the solemnity of the duty thus awarded.

She came to the Assembly 
to take her seat, accompanied by her husband 
and one child. She applied at the members’ 
door and was told she could enter, but that 
the family impedimenta would have to find 
seats elsewhere. The little woman was not 
disposed to accept the rebuke and promptly 
established her reputation as an able lawyer 
by demanding by what right several men 
were allowed to present their wives on the 
floor. If they could take in their wives why 
should she not be allowed the privilege 
of introducing her husband? This argument 
was unanswerable and the stern Cerberus at 
the portals of greatness melted and let the 
whole family go in on the ground floor. Aft- 
erwards it was discovered that Mrs. Holly 
was working a pulifor a job for the worse 
half of the matrimonial combination.

RETIRES FROM PUBLIO LIFE. 


Mra. Mary A. Livermore Plans a Rest After 
Thirty Years’ Service. 

After filling a few more engagements Mrs. 
Mary A. Livermore is to partly retire from 
the lecture platform and from public life. 

This practically means the end of an active 
public career for the good of humanity that 
has lasted more than thirty years. It does 
not mean that she will henceforth do no pub- 
lic work, however, for although she is 73 
years old, Massachusetts people, at least, will 
hear her voice occasionally in lecture and 
otherwise, for several years to come, if health 
is spared her. 

It is largely on account of not very good 
health that she has decided to give up most 
all of her public work. Mrs, Livermore had 
an attack of the grip last winter, and she has 
never felt quite herself since. Another rea- 
son for her retirement is that she is at work 
ona book that must be completed by the 
spring. 

Mrs. Livermore will retain the Presidency 
of the Massachusetts Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation. In the spring, when her literary work 
is finished, she will probably speak occasion- 
ally in Massachusetts and other portions of 
New England; but her tremendously active 
work for temperance, equal suffrage, and 
social turity, that has made her name familiar 
to all parts of the United States for so many 
years, will now subside into a quiet home life. 

As is well known this home life is in Mel- 
rose, where she hasa beautiful, happy home 
with her husband and children on Emerson 
street. There, in the midst of her books and 
papers, pictures and flowers, treasures of 
foreign travel and mementos of so many 
years of unceasing work, Mrs, Livermore will 
probably be as busy in this home life as she 
has been outside of it. 

In her lectures for twenty-five or thirty 
years, which have been heard in England and 
Scotland as well as in all parts of the United 
States, Mrs. Livermore has chosen a wide 
range of subjects. Her lectures have been 
biographical, historical, political, religious, 
reformatory, and sociological. Her literary 
work in many lines has been tremendous. 

Her quiet New England home, finished in 
browns, is in tine harmony with the simplicity 
of the old Town of Melrose. Her sanctum ia 
a quiet, cozy little nook, where she can look 
out upon the waters of little Crystal Lake.

Political Rights for Woman a Natural Se- 
quence, and Aggressive Methods Should 
Be Eschewed—The Privilege of Mother- 
hood — Measure eof Political Power 
Means Measure of Obligation — The 
Broader, Truer Emancipation for 
Womaun-The Ideal of Womanhood. 


** Motherhood and Citizenship”’ is the essen- 
tially modern caption of an article by Katrina 
Trask in the January number of the Forum. 
The writer advises that enthusiastic person- 
age, the political woman, to be conservative. 
Subjoined are interesting excerpts: 

Evolution is better than revolution; and if 
the women who lavished their enthusiasm and 
their activity to secure the right of suffrage 
be wise, they will now turn their splendid en- 
ergies into the channel of their opportunity. 
They will so educate the sons of the present 
generation that the suffrage, if desirable, will 
be granted to their daughters as a logical and 
natural sequence, without the counterbalanc- 
ing evils, and without the opposing obstacles, 
that would retard and imperil the use and po- 
tentiality of their new privilege, antagonized 
by the men whom they have fought, and un- 
aided by the men whom they have not con- 
vinced. 

Warfare and aggression are unlovely meth- 
ods, and by them women sacrifice much that 
they can ill afford to lose; whereas, if they 
are wise, they will wait the opening of the 
door. A greater gain, long coming, is worth 
a partial good at hand. There is a surer way 
a better road than by suffrage toward the ob- 
taining of her rights, and to her more com- 
plete emancipation. It may take more cour- 
age, it may require more patience, but by 
these qualities she justifies her claim. 

Many women hare asked with scorn, “ Is 
the whole duty of woman that of child-bear- 
ing? Some women have even been heard to 
ask, How much better am I. then, than an 
animal?“ Little better if she can ask this 
question, The physical burden laid upon 
woman in the economy of nature must bea 
factor in the argument that woman’s mission 
is distinct and separate from that of man; for 
it hampers women with limitations, which in- 
crease with the delicacy and fineness of their 
organisms, setting them in a measure apart; 
but it is only a detail of the larger function 
of maternity. The full, wide, spiritual mis- 
sion of motherhood is the dignity and the op- 
portunity of the sex. 

Could any power be greater than that which 
God and nature have given woman of plow- 
ing the ground and sowing the seed in her 
son’s heart? Could any representation be 
more to her advantage than the impress of 
her own personality which she may leave 
upon him, if she has turned all the forces of 
her mind into an intelligent effort to make 
that im press deep and lasting? 

It isnot enough for woman to be good. The 
sole obligation of woman in her uipment 
for her mission is not goodness. She has a 
mind as wellasasoul; and a woman has no 
more right to let her intellect revel incon- 
sequently, or lapse into lazy lethargy, than 
she has to let her morals. That, as a rule, 
ehe has failed somewhere in the circle of her 
duties, her own estimate of, and claim against, 
men plainly show. 

And while so many are failing in their obli- 
gations, either morally or intellectually, it 
would seem that there could be but little gain 
and much risk for woman if she succeeds in 
obtaining the suffrage. The women who are 
expected to be stimulated by a granted fran- 
chise to a more active knowledge of the polit- 
ical life about them. and toa wider interest 
in deeper subjects than their femininity has 
hitherto permitted, would sadly disappoint 
those who are earnest in their proph-

without the franchise kept herself informed 
that she may instruct her son, that she may 
meet her husband’s mind, that she may throw 
her influence with her friends into the scale 
for righteousness, would not be apt to be 
awakened from her indifference by an added 
duty. To vote may or may not be a right or 
duty of woman, but it cannot be a remedy 
for all the evils she urges as her reasons for 
demanding it. Woman may be equal, may be 
superior to man, but she must prove her su- 
periority in the duties she is obligated to per- 
form before she is ready to assume new ones, 

Until woman gains truer wisdom than she 
now shows in her shaping of man, and de- 
velops greater strength than she now has in 
her holding of man, she is weakening the 
power of her accomplishment, and the prob- 
ability of her success, in desirmg functions 
and activities that have, heretofore, been con- 
fined exclusively to men. This is by no means 
a lack of appreciation of woman as the is; 
rather the highest appreciation ; the life of the 
average woman, bearing and rearing children, 
organizing and conducting households 
and charitable institutions, flashing and 
scintillatmg in the social sphere, shar- 
ing and solving petty problems and 
graver questions that are poured into her ear, 
all at the same time—proves that she has both 
strength and wisdom in a degree not often 
realized. 

And above all let the ideal of true woman- 
hood be held high before the world’s daugh- 
ters. Woman must compass in herself a 
trinity: physical well-being, because she is 
the mother of the race; mental well-being, 
because she has its youth to teach; spiritual 
well-being, because to her keeping have been 
given souls to save. 

The complete woman understands to in- 
spire, reaches to love, stoops to heal. Ra- 
diant, she goes forth and bathes the world 
„ in smiles of glee”; tenderly she holds 
close the little child, sheltering its head upon 
her breast and singing lullabies, crooning soft 
songs. as though there were no other life but 
this. When new need arises, some vexed, 
grave question, some serious problem to be 
solved—on a sudden this brilliant creature, 
this careful mother, is the clear-brained, 
earnest thinker, who brings her faculties of 
delicate discernment and swift-winged intui- 
tion to share and lift the load of him she loves. 
She weighs, considers, comprehends the 
intricacies, the financial difficulties 
that fence him in, the subtleties 
of the political ambitions that lead him on. 
Nor is she, for this power of mental grasp, 
the less a clinging, passionately complete 
woman when the hour comes for soul to 
speak. Ab, no! She loves the better that she 
is the more; for hignest force comes but from 
highest powers. 

Beneath all the phases of the life she lives 
—when she adorns the feasts, when she lights 
the home, when she shares the conflict of the 
market place and the public arena by her 
sy mpathy—she glows with the light that has 
its issues within, that glorifies the common- 
place and illumines the every-dayness of life. 

The woman who is really earnest, unselfish, 
and single-minded will be willing to vat 
confident in the justice and truth of her own 
convictions—and to utilize the present quick- 
ening of minds for a process of regeneration 
as the prelude toa real emancipation. And 
the woman who is self-seeking and dissatis- 
fied, who says—and too many have been heard 
to say it—“ My lot is bondage to man; for 
woman is but little worth,” may have eyes, 
but she sees not the posibilities of her own 
high destiny.

Grannis said: What we want to do 
is to establish a home where, if necessary, 
even a family can go. 

There 
will be no rules and any deserving person can 
enter it. But they must work and help sup- 
port themselves. Under our city house, for 
we intend to have a farm also, there will be a 
general store, where the products of the home 
will be sold. 

There will also be a laundry and a dress- 
making establishment. We don’t intend to 
make fancy work and paint pictures, but ex- 
pect to represent the solid industries are 
necessary to everyone. The location hasn't 
been decided upon, but it will be in the heart 
of the city and or a principal thoroughfare.

Decry the afternoon tea or 
reception as we may there is every reason for 
its continuance in and no prospect of its evan- 
ishment from society. In our uncertain 
climate, during the short days of our winter 
season, living as wedo at great distances 
one from another—and as long, moreover, as 
the means of transportation for well-dressed 
people oa pleasure bent are so few and dear— 
parties by daylight will hold their vogue. 

Therefore, to the greater number of sociably 
inclined people, the costuine of ceremony is a 
street dress, dark and simple; not too bright 
and good for human nature’s daily wear ina 
street car or in an elevated train, but, at the 
same time, allowi for every display of 
elegance in cut and fit and becomingness of 
tint. What, then, can be more absurd t 
for the hostess and her bevy of receiving 
friends upon these occasions to assume the 
sharp contrast of evening dress, with bared 
neck and arms, carrying fans and bouquets, 
and displaying necklaces and tiaras 
of gems fit only for evening entertainments 
of highest tormality! This, to the scoffer, 
suggests only the appearance of a lack of 
other opportunity to display cherished finery. 
If we had perhaps a clearer understanding 
of the unwritten laws that govern this im- 
portant detail such mistakes would not con- 
tinue to be made. But made they are, and 
surely a man in evening clothes straying 
among his fellows correctly clad at an aft~ 
ernoon festivity is no more out of place’ 
than a woman equipped in a décoiletté 
gown—and yet what a pathetic spectacle 
such a male offender would be! 

If there be nowhere inscribed where all may 
read it and profit, the law governing such 
matters fot women, it is none the less existent 
and observed by people of recognized author- 
ity to lead in the practices of good society. 
A gown high in the throat, with elbow sleeves 
and gloves, is now everywhere worn by the 
most fashionable people at receptions or teas, 
or any entertainment given by them in the 
afternoon. If jewels are worn, they are those 
distinctly intended for day wear—pins, clasps, 
combs, not necklaces and aigrettes and 
crowns! If young girls are convened, as is 
usual, to assist in receiving, their costumes 
may be light in tint and texture, but are al- 
ways made to conceal the neck and arms. 

A case in point occurs to me, I remember 

the panic in the family of a Cabinet officer in 
Washington when the daughter of a recently 
inetalled official of government who had been 
asked to stand in the line of ladies receiving 
at an afternoon crush arrived among them in 
a low-cut dress with bare arms, wearing orna- 
ments, and carrying flowers as for an evening 
party. The poor girl wasin place among a 
dozen others all equipped it hign dresses be- 
fore she found out her mistake. What could 
her sympathetic hostess do? Nothing but 
possess her sympathy in patience, merely 
offering a scarf of thinnest ‘liberty silk of 
which a servant had been sent in quest. 
Bat the poor girl, while whe pee the hint 
and scarf, blushed deeply, and ere long man- 
aged to disappear in the throng, , sum- 
moning her carriage, drove away from the 
scene of her first object-lesson in the art of 
appropriate dress—a lesson to spare her from 
which her kind entertainers would have given 
much! . 
Just a word as to the delusion that prompts 
very thin women, and those to whom nature 
has denied a round, plump neck, to wear low- 
cut gowns at all. There is no possible obliga- 
tion upon any one to do this thing. A square- 
cut gown, or an artistically discreét arrange- 
ment of lace or chiffon to cover the unbeau- 
tiful surfaces, will surely be readily forgiven 
by even sticklers for fashion. 

It should not be needful to suggest the 
necessity of a balance between the gown (of 
whatever cut) and the occasion for which it 
is intended. Overdressing in their homes and 
abroad is the offense most frequently charged 
against our women by foreigners, and I am 
bound to say with justice. The recent dis- 
play at the horse show was perhaps the most 
astonishing illustration of this enormity ever 
witnessed in New York. Atone of the even- 
ing performances a woman was seen bare- 
headed and in full bail toilet, an opera-cloak 
slipping from her bare shoulders, walking 
amid the motley throng around the ellipse, 
to the amusement of ail the spectators. 
Many women, better versed in know.edge of 
proprieties—so many, alas! that they ceased 
to be personally conspicuous—appeared both 
day and evening in hats and bodices over- 
loaded with ornament and crude flamboyant 
color. Hats were observed carrying rampant 
bows of mingled sapphire-blue, grass-green, 
magenta, orange velvet, with flowers 
and feathers superimposed. Other heads dis- 
played eccentric w of gauze transpierced 
with jeweled pins.
